TIME TO DEAL WITH CLIMATE CHANGE!

Headlines 

The next City Council meeting is Feb. 28 (work 
session Feb. 26), when Austin Energy delivers 
its postponed quarterly briefing, and the usual 
brace of zoning cases raises hackles on all 
sides. Last week, Council moved toward creating 
an independent board to oversee AE and passed 
several midyear budget adjustments, including 
$10 million for affordable housing, and public 
safety funding for a 24-hour biking pilot program 
on certain trails. See “Budget Games,” p.22. 

y On Wednesday morning, former Austin state 
Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos announced he would 
not run next year for Travis County judge to 
replace the retiring Sam Biscoe, but would 
instead encourage Pet. 2 Commissioner Sarah 
Eckhardt to run. Eckhardt said she’s consider- 
ing it, but would have to resign in order to do so. 
County Democratic Party Chair Andy Brown has 
already declared for the office. 

y Texas Campaign for the Environment reached 
a settlement in its lawsuit against the Lower 
Colorado River Authority over its operation of 
the Fayette Power Project - an agreement 
that TCE said should result in an estimated 
annual reduction of 100 tons of soot emissions. 

y A federal jury on Feb. 14 convicted Jose Pardo 
and Jorge Carrillo for their roles in a heroin 
trafficking ring that operated in and around 
Jovita’s Tex-Mex restaurant in South Austin. 
Amado “Mayo” Pardo, Jovita’s patriarch and 
Jose’s younger brother, who federal prosecutors 
say led the drug operation, died in January 
before he could be tried. Pardo and Carrillo are 
scheduled for sentencing May 3. 

y Jurors have entered deliberation in the trial of 
Gabrielle Nestande, a former legislative staffer, 
being prosecuted for the death of Courtney 
Griffin in May 2011, on charges of manslaugh- 
ter, intoxication manslaughter, and failure to stop 
and render aid after striking Griffin with her car. 


Underfunded and Overtested 

SAVE TEXAS SCHOOLS BUILDS GROUNDSWELL FOR PUBLIC EDUCATION 


“People should be outraged about that.” 
Austin Rep. Donna Howard was speaking 
about the politics side of the public educa- 
tion funding debate, from her ringside seat 
on the House Appropriations Committee. 
As she sees it, education in Texas is being 
held hostage to an ideological agenda of 
“limiting government and cutting 
the budget,” despite the fact 
that there is broad public 
support to fund the public 
schools, and the resourc- 
es are, in fact, available 
to do so - in part because 
the state cut public edu- 
cation by $5.4 billion 
last session. “Legislators 
need to hear, particular- 
ly from their own constit- 
uents, that this really did 
have an impact. It will con- 
tinue to have an impact if we 
don’t restore the funds.” 

That message will be carried this week 
by Save Texas Schools in its major march and 
rally this Saturday. “People are coming from 
all over the state,” said Allen Weeks, chair of 
STS and also the director of Austin Voices for 
Education and Youth. He said that while 
Austin schools have felt some of the effects of 
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the budget cuts, it’s been more dramatic else- 
where. “Waco shut down nine schools, Dallas 
closed 11,” he said. “And the staffing cuts 
have been multiplied all over the state, espe- 
cially for children with special needs.” 

STS held its first mass Capitol rally dur- 
ing the 2011 session, turning out 12,000 
people after only a few weeks of 
organizing. They did not suc- 
ceed then in derailing the 
Legislature’s budget-slash- 
ing recklessness, but in 
the interim they’ve been 
building a statewide 
movement. Weeks is 
hoping that this year’s 
march will be even more 
passionate. “Two years 
ago, people were more in 
a panic. From talking to 
people across the state, this 
year folks seem more knowl- 
edgeable, have more driving force 
behind them. They seem more energized 
and focused. ... They’ve seen and under- 
stand the results of what was done.” 

Finding Solutions 

Weeks noted that students, parents, 
teachers, and even school trustees will be 




among the crowd, and Saturday morning 
will feature a press conference of school 
board members speaking out on behalf of 
public schools. Former U.S. Assistant Sec- 
retary of Education and public school advo- 
cate Diane Ravitch is the keynote speaker, 
and several legislators are expected to 
speak as well - especially since the overall 
goal is to build momentum at the Legislature 
in support of public schools. The theme is 
“No to underfunding and overtesting,” and 
Weeks said, “We need to have a ground- 
swell around funding that we’ve seen from 
parents around testing.” 

Also speaking will be former Texas Edu- 
cation Agency Commissioner (2007-2012) 
Robert Scott, a Rick Perry appointee who 
dismissed my suggestion that his presence 
might seem unusual. “I’m a product of 
Texas public schools, my children are a

product of Texas public schools,” he said. 
“I’m an avid supporter of Texas public 
schools and have been all of my life, so I 
don’t think it’s unusual at all.” Currently 
of counsel in an Austin law firm, Scott 
also travels the country speaking about 
public education; he has been particularly 
critical of the growing role of high-stakes 
standardized testing. When he stepped 
down from TEA last year, he said the test- 
ing had become a “perversion of its origi- 
nal intent.” 

Scott had just attended a hearing of the 
Senate Education Committee and said he 
was encouraged by what he had heard: “an 
honest, open dialogue, beyond party, about 
what we really need to be doing for our 
kids.” He said that the current accountabil- 
ity system has “overreached,” for lack of 
resources. “I stood up last year and said I 
couldn’t certify the ban on social promo- 
tion, because the Legislature didn’t appro- 
priate sufficient funds to provide remedia- 
tion and intervention for the students who 
failed the test.” 

Scott said he thinks there is now signifi- 
cant legislative sentiment for improvement. 
“There’s always that sentiment to wait for 
the courts; but I get a sense that they want 
to bring back at least some resources, at 
least to cover enrollment growth, and fund 
some intervention programs.” 

Of Saturday’s events, Scott said, “I hope 
it’s a positive rally; I hope it’s not pointing 
fingers. We need to be focused on solutions.” 

A Time for Anger 

The statewide movement represented 
by STS is encouraging, but there is as yet 
little evidence that the Legislature is ready 
to respond. Rep. Dawnna Dukes said that 
while “everyone knows there’s a problem,” 
thus far her colleagues seem reluctant to 
do anything before the courts rule on 
school finance. From what she’s hearing, 
said Dukes, “The expectation is that there 
will not be an answer from the highest 
court until probably next summer, and at 
that time there will probably be a special 
session to deal with school finance.” 

Howard was similarly cautious, noting, 
“It really is early,” but she added that some 
colleagues are also suggesting it’s “too 
late” to do much for schools in this bien- 
nium. A constitutional percentage limit on 
increasing the total budget is another fac- 
tor - if funding is not increased now, “that 
also limits what they can do in the future, 
because the base from which they will 
begin will be that much lower.” 

“Last session,” Howard continued, “we 
were told we can’t use the Rainy Day 
Funds because we’re going to need those 
for Medicaid. And here we are, with an $8.8 
billion surplus, and we’re told that that 
needs to be used for Medicaid, and we still 
can’t access the Rainy Day Fund. . . . One of 
the reasons we have money in the bank is 
because we underfunded public education. 
People should be outraged about that, and 
demanding that we restore those funds.” 

On Saturday morning, you’ll get a 
chance to follow Howard’s suggestion. ■ 


Another Swipe at Austin Energy 

STATE REPORT CALLS FOR SLASHING LOW-INCOME ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


An Austin Energy assistance program 
that helps keep the lights on in 25,000 low- 
income households would suffer a devastat- 
ing blow if a state commission heeds the 
recommendations of its staff. 

In documents filed last week with the 
Public Utility Commission of Texas - the 
agency considering an appeal filed by AE 
customers who live outside the city -- analyst 
Kristin Cavin stated that the city-owned utili- 
ty’s Customer Assistance Program, or CAF? 
“is not necessary to provide utility service.” 
Cavin recommended slicing the program’s 
funding from about $9 million to 
$2.7 million, and said nonresi- 
dential customers should be 
excluded from having to pay 
for it. As it now stands, all 
customer classes pay a 
Community Benefit 
Charge of about $10 a 
month with their electric 
bills. In addition to low- 
income assistance, the 
monthly charge also helps 
support street lighting in the 
utility’s service area and ener- 
gy efficiency services. 

A strong rebuttal to Cavin ’s review 
was filed Wednesday by two advocacy groups 
that intervened in the case on behalf of low- 
income ratepayers. 

Cavin’s assessment of CAP is just one of 
many critical dissections of AE’s rate 
increase, which the City Council approved in 
June 2012, and which took effect in October. 
The out-of-city appellants are part of a group 
called Homeowners United for Rate Fair- 
ness. One of HURF’s chief complaints is that 
ratepayers outside city limits shouldn’t have 
to pay the same rates as in-city customers 
because they don’t benefit from city services 
paid for with utility revenues.

Until last week, the low-income assistance 
program had not been a major bone of con- 
tention, but Cavin’s recommendations could 
knock the wind out of AE’s ability to assist 
thousands of working poor families, elderly 
homeowners, and low-income people with 
disabilities. (Curiously, Cavin also recom- 
mended eliminating a utility discount for 
Austin ISD, but the school district has not 
intervened in the rate case.) 

Advocacy groups Texas Legal Services 
Center and Texas ROSE (Ratepayers’ Org- 
anization to Save Energy) countered 

Cavin’s findings in documents filed 
Wednesday with the PUC. The 
groups’ expert witness, 
Barbara Alexander, a con- 
sumer affairs consultant 
based in Maine, chal- 
lenged Cavin’s opinion 
that the low-income dis- 
count and weatherization 
programs for low-income 
ratepayers are “non-utili- 
ty” functions of the utility. 
Ms. Cavin’s characteriza- 
tion fails to reflect the essen- 
tial nature of electricity service 
or the adverse impacts on all cus- 
tomers when a significant percentage of the 
utility’s customers are unable to pay their 
bills on time,” Alexander said. 

Moreover, she added, it’s common practice 
at most other U.S. utilities to provide some 
type of “safety net” for electric customers liv- 
ing at or below the federal poverty level. And 
it’s not just low-income residents within the 
city who benefit from the program. Advocates 
point out that several ZIP codes outside the 
city boundaries reflect “significant poverty” 
levels. “Under Ms. Cavin’s worldview, utilities 
that refuse to provide any assistance ... 
should be viewed as reasonable on the

thorough vetting by Council before its unani- 
mous approval. But as part of the ongoing rate 
case, the state utility commission seems to be 
taking the package apart bit by bit, suggesting 
that the Council-approved $91 million increase 
wasn’t needed, and that the utility is unneces- 
sarily stashing money in its reserves. 

“We’re severely disappointed,” said Lanet- 
ta Cooper, an attorney with Texas Legal Ser- 
vices. “We know that the [PUC] has recog- 
nized the need for a low-income program, the 
Texas Legislature has recognized a need for 
a low-income program, and the Legislature 
has recognized that it’s a business cost that 
should be shared by all ratepayers.” In fact, 
she said, there’s already precedence at the 
PUC, which approved a low-income program 
for another utility, with the cost shared 
among all customer classes. 

“The damage is really very substantial,” 
added Texas ROSE’s Carol Biedrzycki, in 
reference to Cavin’s recommendations for 
CAP “This is not a small hit; it’s decimating 
the program, and that is a major concern.” ■

rail. A vocal group of rail advocates, including Urban 
Transportation Commission member Jace Deloney, are 

ready for that discussion. Deloney says that as a “transit 
advocate” he “love[s] the public transportation system here 
in Austin,” and rides it every day. 

He is not so enamored of the Mueller route. Deloney says 
the first phase of the project should be based on ridership, 
and, by that calculation, the still-in-development Mueller 
should not be in the early mix. It will be a “waste of money,” 
he says, “if we go down [any street] but Guadalupe.” He 
says inclusion of Mueller is a nod to a far-off vision of 
Austin life. “It’s really about whether we’re going to provide 
a transportation system for people who live in Austin now, 
or 40 years from now.” 

Spillar and his team strongly disagree. Transit to 
Mueller, Spillar says, could enable much more density in 


the area - the equivalent of going from three to five stories 
- as well as boost the city’s federal bid thanks to the 
affordable housing scattered throughout the development. 
They also say Mueller is becoming a jobs center and will 
thus be both a logical stop and another notch on the 
matrix for big government money. Spillar says the total 
figure for a rail line that runs south from the Mueller 
development, including contingencies and interest pay- 
ments, could reach as high as $600 million. But he hopes 
to offset as much as half of that with those potential fed- 
eral rail dollars. 

That $600 million for the first phase does not include an 
extension south of the river, along East Riverside to 
Austin-Bergstrom International Airport, which could 
double the price tag and is not likely to be included in a 
2014 vote. For Spillar, that segment of the route also 
depends on development coming to meet it. “Airports in 
and of themselves typically don’t generate a lot of rider- 
ship,” he said. 

For those who remember the 2010 season, that line will 
be familiar - and it’s likely to cause some debate, as is the 
rest of the 2013 edition of what’s becoming something of a 
tradition. Entering the new rail season, Spillar appears to 
be already in midseason form: hope, spring, and all that.

WARM-UP FOR ANOTHER 


URBAN RAIL CAMPAIGN 


As pitchers and catchers reported this week to baseball’s 
annual spring training hopefest, Rob Spillar turned to a 
seasonally appropriate metaphor. “I’ve never been afraid to 
compete on this team,” the director of the city’s transporta- 
tion department says. “This town has a lot going for it.” 

Spillar is referring to the widely touted national com- 
petitiveness of the city of Austin. But his current project 
is urban rail. In that regard, it’s been a rough few outings 
for the Austin ball club; a 2000 rail vote was narrowly 
rejected, and a 2010 effort didn’t quite make the ballot, 
nor did an early drive to shoot for a 2012 vote. Transit 
advocates continue to push for trains, but they disagree 
on the proposed routes. 

Now, following a strong push from Mayor Lee Leffingwell 
earlier this month in his State of the City speech, Spillar 
and his team are gearing up for an expected 2014 public rail 
vote. Competitiveness for federal rail dollars aside, a very 
loaded question remains: Will that finally be the year that 
Austin residents say yes to urban rail? 

Two November 2012 votes might help the rail case. 
According to Spillar, the increasingly dense center of 
Austin is already a distinction for potential federal rail 
money. The proposition that paved the way for a new 
University of Texas medical school gives rail proponents 
another major Downtown job site. “There are other urban 
areas to have that kind of development activity in their 
core,” he notes. “In terms of concentration of employment 
at its core,” Spillar says, Austin “is like fourth in the coun- 
try ... and that’s good for transit because it means a lot of 
people are coming in and going out.” 

Affordable housing is also shaping up to be a major 
factor in the push for federal dollars. The November 
failure of six years worth 
of housing bonds left the 
city strapped and looking 
for creative ways to boost 
affordable housing. 

Though federal dollars for 
rail wouldn’t pay for such 
projects, they would be 
linked to the city’s efforts 
in that direction. Council 
Member Laura Morrison 
said this would be “one 
more tool ... to make sure 
we push really hard for 
affordable housing.” 

“The feds are now on 
board and clearly under- 
stand that for transit and 
density to be successful ... 
we absolutely need to make sure that there’s plenty of 
affordable housing, so that we have places for middle class 
and lower income folks to live,” Morrison said. 

Thanks to partnership discussions between the city, 
Capital Metro, and Lone Star Rail, Spillar and company 
continue to look for other funding sources. “For the first 
time, we are re-thinking our understanding of, for lack of a 
better term, ‘color of money,”’ he says. “Bond monies are 
really good for capital funds; sales tax monies are really 
good for operating funds; grants are even better than either 
one of those for capital expenditures because we’re not pay- 
ing for it - but we haven’t always thought of those.” 

The transportation department is set for public outreach 
this spring and summer that will, among other items, con- 
sider the proposed routes - from the Mueller development 
south, but not yet across the river - for the early phase of

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Speed Bump on the Rocket Docket 


For the time being at least, Travis County’s “rocket 
docket” has been grounded. 

The docket was designed in 2002 to ease jail overcrowd- 
ing by expediting lower-level drug possession cases - which 
account for roughly a third of the criminal case docket - by 
allowing defendants to waive indictment and plead guilty 
based in part on the results of police-administered field 
testing of suspected drugs. 

And so it went, and well, for more than a decade, with 
very few cases overturned or dismissed based on false-pos- 
itive field drug tests. At least that’s how it was until Janu- 
ary, said District Attorney Rosemary Lehmberg, when 
prosecutors realized that since August 2012 there had been 
an unprecedented string of 12 false-positive field tests in 
rocket-docket cases. Since then, she’s conferred with the 
courts and with Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo before 
ultimately deciding to slow the docket and not accept any % 
pleas until after a final drug test has been reported back * 
from the APD’s lab. And because the lab is short-staffed “ 
and backlogged, that means the docket’s speediness will, < 
for now, be reduced to a crawl. 1 

In fact, the APD lab hasn’t been keeping up with the 
county’s criminal justice system, as that system’s reliance 
on scientific evidence - including chemical drug analysis - 
has grown. The rocket docket used to move as swiftly as its 
name implies - in 2009, cases on that docket took an aver- 
age of just 11 days to close. But as the general backlog at 
the crime lab has increased, so too has the amount of time 
taken to return to prosecutors the final lab reports in these 
otherwise expedited cases. Lehmberg said the average 
turnaround time for a final lab report had been roughly 14 
days; by last summer, that had stretched to nearly two 



months. (City Council last week voted to give APD an addi- 
tional $180,000 this year to hire three forensic chemists to 
help reduce the lab’s general backlog; see “Budget Games,” 
P-24.) 

Despite that growing lag time, that delay isn’t ultimately 
what has slowed the rocket docket. Rather, it’s the number 
of false-positive field tests for drugs that prompted Lehm- 
berg to put on the brakes. Essentially, the field tests help 
move the docket; for example, if cops find what they 
believe is a small baggie of cocaine on a person they’ve 


stopped, they’ll employ a field test - essentially a chemical 
reaction test - to check their assumptions. If the substance 
reacts positively, they’ll pop the person for possession of 
cocaine and send the baggie off to the lab for a final, conclu- 
sive test. In the meantime, however, the defendant, now 
slated for the rocket docket, is given an opportunity to 
plead guilty before indictment and before that final test is 
performed - a process that reduces jail time and helps 
unclog the criminal dockets. But in 12 recent cases, the 
final lab results have come back with a finding of no “con- 
trolled substances detected,” even though a field test came 
back positive. 

Exactly why the tests have come back false-positive isn’t 
clear. Lehmberg says she’s been told that it’s a recent prob- 
lem, not just in Travis County, but “everywhere.” She and 
Acevedo said the issue in part is that the field tests aren’t 
precise enough to detect what sort of “-caine” suffixed drug 
they’re detecting. Indeed, it may not be cocaine that the 
person has been sold, but may be an adulterated drug with 
an anesthetic base, like lidocaine or benzocaine - both dan- 
gerous drugs (possession of either is a Class A misdemean- 
or, Lehmberg said), but neither as tightly controlled as 
cocaine, classified as a narcotic. 

Whether the field tests are truly false, or whether they’re 
simply not precise enough, is something that Lehmberg is 
currently trying to determine. She said she’s requested the 
lab notes for each of the 12 cases that have come to her 
attention, to see if there was actually no drug detected by 
APD chemists or if there is some other drug there, but not 
cocaine. If the latter, those cases might need to be reconsid- 
ered for misdemeanor prosecution, she said. For now, how- 
ever, she’s not “willing to let people plead [guilty] without a 
lab report,” she said. “Right this minute, until we figure this 
out, we’re not pleading any more cases.” - Jordan Smith 


Most Texas Voters Favor 
State-Funded Family Planning

A majority of Texans - across racial, politi- 
cal, and religious lines - support access to 
family planning for women regardless of 
their ability to pay, and disapprove of the 
drastic cuts lawmakers made to the family 
planning budget in 2011 that left more than 
127,000 women without access to repro- 
ductive health care. 

Those are among the conclusions reached 
by two pollsters hired by the Texas Freedom 
Network Education Fund to do research 
into Texans’ attitudes about birth control, 
family planning services, and sex education. 
According to the poll of 604 registered vot- 
ers, conducted by a team of one Democratic 
and one Republican pollster (Anna Green- 
berg and Bob Carpenter, respectively), 73% 
of all voters believe Texas should fund family 
planning services, including birth control, for 
low-income women. And a strong majority, 
57%, said they oppose lawmakers’ 2011 
cuts to family planning, which stripped two- 
thirds of the roughly $100 million biennial 
budget to provide birth control, cancer 
screenings, and other vital reproductive and 
basic health services to low-income and 
uninsured women. 

Greenberg and Carpenter said support 
for birth control and state-funded family 


planning is particularly high among women, 
as is disapproval of the 2011 budget cuts, 
and they found a significant gender gap - 
particularly among Republicans. For exam- 
ple, while 69% of Republican women said 
they support state-funded family planning, 
just 45% of GOP men agreed. “There was 
a big gender gap on many of these 
issues,” said Carpenter, with Republican 
men polling “more to the right” of the 
women surveyed. 

Overall, the voters polled also opposed 
efforts to let employers deny access to birth 
control (56%) and to emergency contracep- 
tion (53%) based on religious or moral 
beliefs, and 56% of voters said that the 
state’s family planning funds “must” offer a 
full range of birth control options. And an 
overwhelming 84% of those surveyed said 
they favor teaching high school students 
about contraception along with abstinence. 
“When you have numbers that high, and it’s 
across the board, it’s hard to find a demo- 
graphic group that would not support that 
action,” said Carpenter. 

Indeed, the poll numbers may challenge 
conventional wisdom: 77% of Hispanics 
support state-funded family planning, 
including the provision of birth control, as 


do 70% of Catholics and 66% of born-again 
Christians. The numbers are so significant, 
Carpenter said, that politicians will ignore 
them at their own peril. “If I were a Texan, 
and I were a Texas Republican, I’d be very, 
very concerned about these Hispanic num- 
bers,” he said, because they counter the 
assumption that religious Hispanics have 
some natural allegiance to socially conser- 
vative views. 


To Kathy Miller, TFN’s president, the mes- 
sage of the poll is clear: Legislators would 
be smart to reconsider their cuts to family 
planning and should back off from playing 
politics with women’s health. “More than just 
informative for policy makers and legislators 
in 2013 and beyond, it says that [pulling] 
family planning and birth control into the cul- 
ture wars is a mistake,” she said. “The pill is 
not fair game.” - Jordan Smith

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DEWHURST SAYS “HORNS DOWN” TO UT 
REGENTS The cold war between UT President 

Bill Powers and the UT Board of Regents 

heated up this week when Lt. Gov. David Dew- 
hurst accused the regents of “character assassi- 
nation.” The surprising outburst from the normally 
taciturn Dewhurst came as the Senate approved 
Senate Resolution 234, offering Powers “sin- 


cere appreciation for his outstanding leadership.” In 
a highly emotional personal privilege speech, 
Dewhurst praised Powers’ achievement, but accused 
the regents of undercutting Powers and “going to 
deans and trying to micromanage the system.” 
Obliquely inferring that there had been personal 
attacks on Powers’ wife and daughter, Dewhurst 
tearfully said, “This man deserves better than he’s 
getting.” He later suggested that lawmakers may 
examine and possibly limit the roles and powers of 
the regents this session. Dewhurst’s speech creates 
an interesting tension, since the regents are 
appointed by - and are often seen as speaking for 
- Gov. Rick Perry. That could spell trouble for 
Perry’s latest regent nominees - financier and 
SWBC co-founder Charlie Amato, rancher 
turned conservative education expert Vernon 
Reaser III, and Trans-Global Solutions 
Inc. CEO Bill Scott - when they come before 
the Senate for confirmation. 

AN INFINITY OF CHARTERS On Feb. 18, 
charter champion and Senate Education Committee 
Chair Dan Patrick filed Senate Bill 2, which 
would remove the cap on the number of charter 
licenses (currently, they are limited by state law to 
215). School districts already concerned about 
charters poaching their students and funds may 


have even more to fear: SB2 would give charters 
access to state construction funds and force dis- 
tricts to sell or lease underused campuses and 
buildings to charters for as little as $1. Patrick’s 
draft contains many other clauses that are raising 
eyebrows, such as removing charters from State 
Board of Education oversight. The Texas Associ- 
ation of School Boards and the Texas 
Association of School Administrators 
have both criticized the plan. 

AN EVOLVING VIEW OF CREATIONISM 

Perry nominee Barbara Cargill inches closer to 
becoming the first State Board of Education 

chair to be confirmed by the Senate since 2005. On 
Feb. 18 the Senate Nominations Committee recom- 
mended her confirmation, in spite of concerns that 
she backs “teaching the controversy” about evolu- 
tion, and regularly cited David 
Barton - conservatives’ favorite 
creationist historian. Cargill was 
only appointed chair by Perry in 
2011 when the Senate rejected 
her predecessor, Gail Lowe, 
who followed the similarly rejected 
Don McLeroy. 


TENTH AMENDMENT IN ONE HAND, AK IN 
THE OTHER Freshman Rep. Steve Toth, R-The 
Woodlands, has filed a bill to stop the enforcement 
of potential new federal gun control laws. House Bill 
1076, which Toth calls the Firearm Protection 
Act, would cut state funds to any governmental 
entity enforcing a ban on semiautomatic weapons 
or size limits for magazines. He may want to put the 
safety back on: It seems increasingly unlikely that 
Congress will pass any meaningful firearms legisla- 
tion this session. Moreover, the executive actions 
signed by President Barack Obama contain such 
tepid proposals as reviewing gun lock standards 
and asking the Centers for Disease Control to 
explore the causes of gun violence. 


Council Tentatively Approves Gables Project 


A planned Downtown hotel and residential tower gained initial 
City Council approval Feb. 14 after a last-minute agreement was 
reached between the developer and residents of a neighboring 
condo. But Council delayed a final vote on the zoning change until 
Feb. 28 to allow some Council members time to digest the com- 
plicated case and examine whether the project’s benefits to the 
community represent a fair exchange for the upzoning to allow 
additional height. 

Gables Residential plans to build a residential tower and a 
luxury hotel on West Fourth, between Lavaca and Guadalupe. The 
project, Gables Republic Square and Hotel ZaZa, will include 216 
multifamily units and a 160-room boutique hotel. Hotel ZaZa is 
a small Texas chain with locations in Dallas and Houston. Residents 
of the nearby Plaza Lofts at Fifth and Guadalupe had opposed 
the location of the development’s six-level parking garage directly 


south of their building. But after a few weeks of haggling between 
attorneys, Gables agreed to alter the design of the parking structure 
to diminish its impact on the neighbors. In a statement announcing 
the agreement, Gables said the project will create 350 construction 
jobs, 212 permanent jobs, and generate more than $3.5 million 
annually in taxes. 

On Thursday, Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl Cole moved to approve the 
requested rezoning on all three readings, but Council Members Laura 
Morrison, Bill Spelman, and Kathie Tovo wanted further 
review of the project, including a deeper review of community benefits 
the development would offer in exchange for the additional height. 
Morrison’s friendly amendment to do just that passed unanimously, 
although Mayor Lee Leffingwell noted his irritation with Tovo for 
raising the issue of affordable housing when the agenda item only 
called for an up-or-down vote on the rezoning. - Amy Smith

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Budget Games 

As the economy improves and revenues rise, City 
Council looks toward next year’s financial planning 



On Feb. 12, City Council allocated midyear budget adjustments to a baker's dozen of needs. After 
election-mandated allocations for cemetery maintenance, civil service changes, and the transition to 
a 10-1 election system, the top priority was affordable housing funding for projects already in pro- 
cess. Here's the full list, showing the allocations for FY2013; $497,000 was left unspent, and the 
continuing costs remain subject to FY2014 budget decisions:

“We don’t play games with the budget.” 

City Manager Marc Ott interjected that 
declaration to the City Council last Tuesday, 
during a discussion of the Austin Police 
Department’s sudden need for additional 
forensic analysts. Council members had 
been pressing APD Chief Art Acevedo fairly 
hard on his request for a midyear budget 
adjustment to allow the hiring of three 
more chemists; the request had developed 
its own public politics a few days before, 
when local criminal judges and both the 
district and county attorney had officially 
requested the hirings to address a growing 
case backlog. Members wanted to know 
why this matter hadn’t been brought to 
their attention during the regular 2012-2013 
budget cycle (i.e., last summer) and also 
why Acevedo couldn’t find money in his 
existing budget to cover the new hires. 

In the end, APD got its money ($180,000 
for 2013, with more to come), but not before 
the chief apologized to Council that the 
request should have come earlier, while 
blaming an “inadequate assessment” by 
APD’s lab staff of the real forensic needs. 
“The short answer to that,” he said, “is that 
we weren’t apprised of the need ... during 
the regular budget process.” Sometimes 
staff members may underestimate the actu- 
al need, Acevedo said, “because they fear if 
they ask [for too much] they’re not going to 
get it.” That prompted the response from 
Ott, who wanted it made plain that all 
department managers are on notice that 
their budget estimates need to be as accu- 
rate as possible, and that they should nei- 
ther overstate nor understate the need. “I 
expect department managers, based on 
sound business principles, to ask for the 
resources that they need,” Ott continued. 
“We make our decisions based on the infor- 
mation we have at the time . . . while recog- 
nizing that budgeting takes place in a 
dynamic environment.” 

It was a passing moment in a long day of 
decisions - unusual in that they came in a 
work session also posted for midyear bud- 
get adjustments - but it represented in a 
nutshell the kind of financial and political 
juggling act that takes place at budget time, 
on and off the dais. In a perfect City Hall 
world, budget documents should always 
reflect the facts on the ground; city manag- 
ers need to rely on those documents for the 
budget planners, for public input, and of 
course for Council; and Council needs to 
rely on all of this flood of information to set 
policy and make annual decisions about 
spending, tax rates, and the like. 

“It’s always a balancing act,” Mayor Pro 
Tern Sheryl Cole said later, discussing the 
Tuesday decisions. The good news was that 
the FY2013 spending had been tight enough 


thus far, and sales tax revenues sufficiently 
robust, that staff had found a “surplus” of 
$14.3 million, most of it to be targeted for 
affordable housing projects. (An earlier 
Council resolution, in the wake of the vot- 
ers’ November rejection of general obliga- 
tion bonds for affordable housing, had 
directed Ott to find other monies to fund 
ongoing housing projects.) 

Cole (and others) had hoped that some 
money would also be set aside for potential 
“property tax relief’ or other contingencies; 
in the end, after Council worked through a 
list of other needs, only a relative pittance 
of $500,000 was earmarked for those pur- 
poses. Only Mayor Lee Leffingwell voted 
against the final allocations, in what he 
later described as “a protest vote.” “I don’t 
object to any of these projects,” said the 
mayor, “and in fact, I support most of them. 
I just believe we need to be more careful of 
spending money as we enter the new bud-

get season, because we don’t want to raise 
the tax rate, if we can help it, and we can’t 
know now all the other things we might 
need to spend some of this money on.” 

Going in the Hole 

Although budget planning goes on year- 
round, and departments are currently com- 
piling their annual needs lists, the 2013- 
2014 public budget process doesn’t for- 
mally kick off until April 18, when Chief 
Budget Officer Ed Van Eenoo and staff will 
deliver to Council the five-year budget pro- 
jection. Last week’s work session provided 
a miniature version of Council’s decision 
process; they needed to allocate an effec- 


tive windfall, and since November’s nar- 
rowly defeated affordable housing bond, 
they had been looking for ways to find 
bridge funding for projects already in the 
pipeline. About a million in other alloca- 
tions - for cemetery maintenance, and 
implementation of new civil service obliga- 
tions and the transition to the new 10-1 
Council to come in 2014 - had been effec- 
tively mandated by the November votes 
and passed with little discussion. 

That left about $2.9 million for a dozen 
smaller decisions, beginning with the APD 
forensic staff, and then additional staff 
($188,000) for Planning and Development 
Review, for similar reasons - a burdensome 


backlog in ongoing permit reviews and 
inspections. Most of the funding available 
was for one-time expenditures only, but 
staff hiring tends to carry over into ongoing 
expenses, and much of the discussion on 
the dais concerned whether a particular 
decision might burden next year’s budget 
before anyone really knows the relevant 
numbers. That certainly applied to the 
added police and planning staffing (about 
$575,000 annualized); beyond that, the bud- 
get folks estimated the ongoing costs for all 
the items at $3.2 million - pending, of 
course, Council confirmation during FY2014 
budget preparations. (See “Budget Adjust- 
ment Breakdown,” above.) 
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Cranes Equal Value 

While it’s still very early, things are look- 
ing up. The fact that Council had a little 
extra money to play with was one sign, but 
later Van Eenoo pointed to additional hope- 
ful indicators. “We’ve had 16 consecutive 
months of sales tax growth,” he said. “The 
downturn increasingly begins to be in our 
rearview mirror. One of the key metrics we 
track for sales tax revenues is our six- 
month rolling average; that’s now a positive 
11 percent. ... Where we stand now, we’re 
projecting 1.5 percent growth, and from my 
perspective that’s a very conservative num- 
ber, and that’s where we should be at this 
early stage in the budget planning process.” 

Sales tax, the most volatile income 
stream, generally represents about 20% of 
the city’s general revenues, with another 
20% from utility fund transfers. The big 
contributor is of course property taxes, 
about 40% of the total, and, since Travis 
County is still assessing those values, it’s 
too early to estimate that income. But Van 
Eenoo likes the signs. 

“If you drive down Lamar, South Con- 
gress, if you drive through Downtown,” he 
noted, “there are a lot of [construction] 
cranes up right now, and cranes equal prop- 
erty value. We did not see those 2009 to 2011 
... so there is new value being added to the 
tax base.” He said certain other cost drivers, 
notably health insurance, seem to be mod- 
erating. “We’ve had luck with health insur- 
ance costs, and the city has had good suc- 
cess with its wellness programs, its smok- 
ing cessation programs. That’s led to modi- 
fying insurance costs; we had been seeing 
10 or 11 percent increases, last year it was 
only about 3 percent. We’ve begun to see 
that level out, we’ve bent the curve, but we 
don’t know if that’s sustainable.” 

But there are also plenty of predictable 
(and less predictable) costs built into the 
economics of a growing city. Population 
growth inevitably means growth in public 
safety costs, which already consume nearly 
two-thirds of general fund expenditures. All 
three public safety unions are negotiating 
new contracts this year, and Van Eenoo as 
well as nearly every Council member men- 
tioned those negotiations as needing con- 
sideration in next year’s planning. Several 
cited potential city bond votes - e.g., afford- 
able housing this year or next, urban rail in 
2014 - as potential cost factors, along with 
bond proposals being publicly contemplat- 
ed by other local jurisdictions: AISD, Austin 
Community College, and Travis County. 
Bond obligations don’t affect the general 
funds budget directly - that’s Operations 
and Maintenance, while bonds fall under 
debt service - but they do affect the prop- 
erty tax rate, and every Council member 
said they’d like to avoid a major rate 
increase this fall. 

Finding a Balance 

After Tuesday’s session, some were less 
confident than others. Mayor Leffingwell 
was disappointed that relatively little money 
was set aside for property taxes or other

potential needs. “As I said at the meeting, 
I’m somewhat trepidatious about the next 
budget cycle - some things going on that 
could cause some expenses that we haven’t 
been used to in the past - and I wanted to 
save as much money as we possibly could, 
to try to address those deficiencies. If you’ve 
got an excess balance going in, it makes it a 
little bit easier.” He particularly objected to 
adding new programs on the spot, without 
time for Council review, although he 
acknowledged that “pent-up demand” held 
over from several years of recession was 
driving some of the allocations. 

Leffingwell pointed to the various poten- 
tial bond votes with additional concern. 
“When you add all that up, it’s a substantial 
ask and potential burden on the taxpayers.” 
In that context, he said he plans to empha- 
size basic needs. “I think basic services, 
public safety, and our park system [have] 
been hurting for several years now. They’re 
way underfunded for maintaining our parks 
- not for new acquisitions, but just main- 
taining. That’s going to be a high priority 
for me, too. ... I still think the big unknown 
is what happens to Austin Energy [see 
“Wild Card: Austin Energy and the PUC,” 
below]. ... We need to get a better feel what 
next year’s going to look like before we obli- 
gate ourselves to additional expense in next 
year’s budget.” 

Cole said she had hoped to set aside more 
money for property tax relief, but a primary 
concern for her remains affordable housing. 
Earlier, Council directed staff to explore the 
possibility of a November bond vote, and 
Cole has been the most vocal member in 
urging that it happens this year. “Mid- 
year,” she said, “it’s very hard to know 
what’s going to happen, and that was what 
was primarily giving me angst [at the work 
session]. But I’d like to see us have another 


election on affordable housing. We have to 
see, but I would hope that we would have to 
budget for that election this year.” She 
added that “affordability” needs to be con- 
sidered as an issue for everybody in the city 
- and that underlies her concern about ris- 
ing property taxes.

Laura Morrison and Kathie Tovo each 
said that despite the voters’ November 
rejection of the affordable housing bond, 
the effort remains a city policy going for- 
ward, and it’s an investment in the city’s 
future that delivers real economic returns. 
Morrison pointed to a recently released poll 
that showed broad public support for afford- 
able housing, including 55% who said they 
would support another bond vote this year. 
She’s not ready to endorse a date, but added 
that the city needs to employ all the means 


at its disposal. “When it comes to increasing 
entitlements on land use on pieces of land,” 
she said, “if we were stronger about impos- 
ing the PUD [planned unit development] 
requirements and the CURE [zoning] 
requirements, and all of that, we could have 
more affordable housing on the ground. I 
think we need to demonstrate to the voters 
that we’re willing to step up and be strong 
on those levels, too.” 

Tovo noted that some budget decisions 
last fall were made in the expectation that a 
housing bond would pass; to let that nega- 
tive vote predetermine current city plan- 
ning would effectively redouble the prob- 
lem. “I absolutely will support having 
another affordable housing bond vote in the 
future,” Tovo said. “I think we need to talk 
with the community about what timing 
makes sense. ... We need to be mindful of 
what the total impact [of other rising tax 
rates] might be.” 

Holding the Line 

Unsurprisingly, no Council member 
declared in advance an eagerness to raise 
the property tax rate - but all could recite at 
length basic service needs that have gone 
begging during the national recession and 
note their sense that things are slowly get- 
ting better. The mayor, who reluctantly 
admitted feeling “a little lonely” in voting 
against Council’s midyear adjustments, 
added, “I don’t think there’s any question 
that we’re on the uptick [economically], but 
it’s described still, at least nationally, as a 
slow recovery.” Chris Riley said that with 
the persistent sound of good economic news 
locally, Austinites are right to expect an 
eventual return. “Austin residents have 
good reason,” he said, “to expect that at 
some point, all that good news is going to 
translate into some good news concerning 


property taxes. We need to work hard to 
keep any property tax increase to a mini- 
mum. That has to be a major concern. At the 
same time, there are major needs out there.” 
Bill Spelman reiterated that bond votes 
on affordable housing and urban rail seem 
certain by next year at the latest, and that 
even with rising revenues, Council’s bud- 
geting decisions need to be made in the 
context of overall public burdens. “Just 
because we have the money doesn’t mean 
we have to spend it; we don’t have to go to 
the limit. ... Every additional dollar we 
spend has to be justified - that goes for 
public safety and everything else. We 
need to see that there’s going to be a posi- 
tive benefit for the public before we 
increase anybody’s expenses. ... We’ve 
had to be real frugal in the money we’ve 
spent in the last few years, and I think 
that should continue.” 

If there was a theme running through the 
members’ thoughts about early budget pro- 
jections, it was to try to maintain (or return 
to) basic services while holding the line, if 
at all possible, on property taxes. Whether 
that’s possible, while also addressing pent- 
up demand, is the multimillion dollar ques- 
tion. “We need to maintain existing services 
as much as possible,” concluded Mike Mar- 
tinez. “But we’ve got significant cost driv- 
ers: All three public safety unions are in 
contract negotiations, we’re transitioning to 
10-1, we’re adding to civil service. If we can 
do that [maintain services] within the exist- 
ing tax rate, that is a great starting point. 
We may have to look for additional reve- 
nues just to cover cost drivers. After that, 
we need to look first at the things we cut 
when times were bad - things like library 
hours, parks, recreation centers.” 

In other words, city budgeting is a lot like 
tightrope walking - always a balancing act. ■ 


WILD CARD: AUSTIN ENERGY AND THE PUC 


Discussing the FY2014 city budget, the mayor and several City 
Council members mentioned the uncertainty facing the city’s munic- 
ipally owned electric utility, Austin Energy. The state Legislat- 
ure, currently in session, has periodically considered “deregulating” 
the public utility - a bureaucratic euphemism for privatization - and 
while there’s no immediate threat on the horizon, decades of legis- 
lative meddling have put city officials on seasonal alert. 

A more imminent threat - or promise, depending on your per- 
spective - is the AE rate case currently pending before the state 
Public Utility Commission. In the wake of last year’s first 
major rate revision in 17 years, suburban rate payers filed the 
case with the PUC in hopes of derailing both the increased rates 
and the “tiered” system which encourages conservation and 
favors lower-use residential customers. More generally, the claim 
targets AE’s role in underwriting a range of city programs through 
a proportional general funds transfer, as well as other spending, 
most specifically its support for the Economic Growth and 
Redevelopment Services Office, on the logic that EGRSO 
is closely intertwined with AE’s mission of selling electricity. 

Nominally, the PUC has jurisdiction over only out-of-city cus- 
tomers - roughly 50,000 of the utility’s 400,000 customers - 
but its eventual ruling, expected later this year, could have a 
major effect on the utility’s operations, as well as the city’s over- 
all budget (utility transfers, including AE, account for roughly 
20% of the city’s general funds revenue). And the early buzz 
from the PUC staff reports have not been encouraging; a consul- 


tant’s analysis reportedly blasted the new rates as both far too 
high and inequitably structured and suggested that many of the 
city programs underwritten by the utility’s fund transfer are 
unjustifiably remote from its central mission of providing elec- 
tricity. AE will respond to the PUC reports later this month, an 
administrative judge will make a rec- 
ommendation, and the PUC itself will 
issue a ruling this summer. 

The shadows of the PUC and the 
Legislature have weighed heavily on 
recent City Council discussions about 
both budgeting and AE governance. 

Last week, despite vocal public opposi- 
tion, Council took the first steps toward 
creating an independent, appointed AE 
governing board that would run ongo- 
ing operations, while major policy deci- 
sions would remain with Council. A 
final decision on that issue will come 
later this year, although the first 
Council vote to prepare the option was 
unanimous. Austin state Sen. Kirk Watson has filed legislation 
that would facilitate the transition; it’s not clear whether that might 
head off another legislative attempt at privatization. 

Ed Van Eenoo, the city’s chief budget officer, acknowledged 
that the PUC rate case is a “wild card that we don’t normally have to 


deal with, that could have implications beyond the electric utility.” 
But he was cautiously optimistic that any PUC action would not dra- 
matically damage the city’s reliance upon its publicly owned asset. 

“The general fund transfer is currently $105 million,” Van Eenoo 
said, “somewhere in the neighborhood of 15% of our general reve- 
nue. It’s a significant amount of money. That said, it would be 
highly unlikely that there would be a significant change to that. 

The general fund transfer is representa- 
tive of what a private utility would nor- 
mally gain in terms of a profit; that 
profit, in a publicly owned utility, 
remains with the citizens, and is avail- 
able to provide benefits to the citizens 
at large instead of landing in the pock- 
ets of shareholders, and that’s the ben- 
efit of a publicly owned utility. I’m not 
aware of a publicly owned utility that 
doesn’t have a transfer amount. 

“It would be a hugely significant 
blow to the city’s ability to provide 
basic police, fire, and emergency medi- 
cal services, parks and libraries - all 
those services would be impacted if 
that amount were reduced significantly.” 

Among the many other uncertainties facing the Council in the 
next budget year - most prominently, the real but still fragile eco- 
nomic recovery - the prospect of a negative PUC decision will pro- 
vide plenty of anticipatory concern. - M.K.

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The Future Loose 
Amongst Us 


“The first thing a [horse-and-buggy] cab 
driver would have said if left alone with the 
motor-car would have been: What’s so new 
about that? Whereupon he would have har- 
nessed up four pairs of horses to it and 
driven off.” 

That is Bertolt Brecht’s metaphor for the 
conventional response to what is genuinely 
new. When politicians and commentators 
speak of job loss and revitalizing the (so- 


called) middle class, they sound much like 
Brecht’s horse-and-buggy man. 

“Candidates for U.S. president last year 
never tired of telling Americans how jobs 
were being shipped overseas. ... But most 
jobs cut in the U.S. and Europe weren’t 
moved. No one got them. They vanished. ... 
Software is picking out worrisome blots in 
medical scans, running trains without con- 
ductors, driving cars without drivers ... sift- 


ing through documents for evidence in 
court cases . . . [and] sorting returned library 
books. ... The Hackett Group ... estimates 2 
million [jobs] in finance, human resources, 
information technology and procurement 
have disappeared in the U.S. and Europe 
since the Great Recession. It pins the blame 
for more than half of the losses on technol- 
ogy” (Associated Press, Jan. 23). 

Commentators such as Thomas L. 
Friedman voice what many believe: “Robots 
will eliminate jobs, just as the PC did, but 
they will be lower-skilled ones” ( The New 
York Times, Aug. 25, 2012). 

Wrong. “An Associated Press analysis of 
employment data from 20 countries found 
that millions of midskill, midpay jobs 
already have disappeared [due to software] 
over the past five years, and they are the 
jobs that form the backbone of the middle 
class in developed countries” (Associated 
Press, Jan. 26). 

Example: Health care is commonly 
thought to be a growing, secure industry 
with a wide variety of jobs. Well, not for long. 

“[Eighty percent] of what physicians do 
(checkups, testing, diagnosis, prescription, 
behavior modification, etc.) can be 
done better by sensors, passive 
and active data collection 
and analytics. . . . Eventually, 
computers will replace 
80% of what doctors do. 

... Lifecom showed in 
clinical trials that medi- 
cal assistants using a 
diagnostic knowledge 
engine were 91% accu- 
rate without using lahs, 
imaging, or exams. 

Another clinical study . 
demonstrated that 75% 
cases can be safely triaged to be 
treated by RNs” (CNNMoney, Dec. 4, 
2012; italics in original). 

A peculiar phenomenon: These develop- 
ments are widely reported, yet politicians 
from the White House on down display 
complete ignorance. So do the op-ed pages 
of outfits that should know better, like The 
New York Times, which published a piece 
tut-tutting the impact of robotics: “In hind- 
sight, historical fears of technological 
change look foolish” (Feb. 3). 
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Really? “[I]n the 1920s ... American farm- 
ers ... accounted for a fifth of the U.S. work- 
force. . . . [T]oday only 2 percent of Americans 
work on farms” (Associated Press, Jan. 25). 
The main culprit: tractors. Drive America’s 
two-lanes and check out the all-but-desert- 
ed farm towns that thrived circa 1920. The 
world benefited from technological farm- 
ing, but an entire way of life was wiped out. 

That’s beginning to happen again, but on 
a much larger scale. 

In “The Revolution Will Be Printed” 
(“Letters at 3am,” Feb. 8), I documented the 
present state of digital fabrication. So far, 
the popular press covers it mainly as a 
threat to gun control. Look at a story head- 
lined “Tools of Modern Gunmaking: Plastic 
and a 3-D Printer” ( The New York Times, 
Jan. 30) or “Will computers kill gun control? 
3-D printing technology could make efforts 
to curb weapons impossible” (Salon.com, 
Jan. 25). 

Neil Gershenfeld, a leading digital-fab- 
rication scientist, writes: “[Digital fabri- 
cation could be used to produce weapons. 
... When I have briefed rooms of intelli- 
gence analysts or military leaders on digi- 
tal fabrication, some of them have 
invariably concluded that the 
technology must be restrict- 
ed” (Foreign Affairs, Nov.- 
Dee. 2012). 

Yet, as I documented, 
digital-fabrication man- 
ufacturing can make 
(almost) anything, any- 
where, cheaply, and 
with virtually no pollu- 
tion, while at the same 
time, eliminating the 
need for high-polluting 
transport. Imagine what that 
means for health, not to mention 
climate change, the privations of pov- 
erty, and space exploration. (Settlements 
on the moon and Mars could be largely self- 
supporting.) But we are Americans, and our 
knee-jerk response is: What about guns? 

As Gershenfeld writes, “Even if 3-D print- 
ers could be controlled, hurting people is 
already a well-met market demand. Cheap 
weapons can be found anywhere in the world.” 

But 3-D printing can’t be controlled, part- 
ly because of how the process is done. 
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Gershenfeld: “[P]arts that cannot yet be 
made by the [3-D] machine builders them- 
selves, such as computer chips and stepper 
motors, are [mass-produced] commodity 
items ... with no central point of control. 
The parts that are unique to 3-D printing, 
such as filament feeders and extrusion 
heads, are not difficult to make. Machines 
that make machines cannot be regulated in 
the same way that machines made by a few 
manufacturers can be.” 

But restriction is impossible also because 
Gershenfeld and his colleagues have been 
politically clever. As he writes, “The innova- 
tive people that drive a knowledge economy 
have one trait in common: They are not 
good at following rules.” Before their 
research gained enough critical mass to be 
noticed, 3-D scientists spread it around the 
world. No one government can put this 
genie back in the bottle. 

Gershenfeld tells of “fab-labs” in the 
United States, Ghana, South Africa, 
Norway, Kenya, Afghanistan, England, 
Spain, Belgium, and the Netherlands - at 
least 100 worldwide and many more in 
development. A design for wireless net- 
works was “started” in Boston, “refined” in 
Norway, “tested” in South Africa, 
“deployed” in Afghanistan, “and is now 
running on a self-sustaining commercial 
basis in Kenya. None of these sites had the 
critical mass of knowledge to design and 
produce the networks on its own. But by 
sharing design files and producing compo- 
nents locally, they could all do so together.” 

The implication is clear: Here is a manu- 
facturing model that has nothing to do with 
borders or with capitalism’s concept of own- 
ership and intellectual property rights. 

Gershenfeld: “Anyone with access to 
the tools can replicate a design anywhere; 
it is not feasible to litigate against the 
whole world.” 

While our government and commentariat 
think in modes that are quickly becoming 
antique, science and engineering are (yet 
again!) irrevocably changing the basics of 
society. 

The institution of monarchy, already 
shaken by a rising merchant class, could 
not cope with complexities presented by the 
industrial advances of the 1800s. Monarchy 
is a form of governance thousands of years 
old; in the West, it all but disappeared by 
1930. Now, institutions that thrived during 
the industrial era - capitalism and national- 
ism - cannot cope with the robotized, digi- 
talized possibilities that shake the present 
and promise to become the future. 

We associate “work” with “employment”: 
We work for a company or a government. 
We don’t know what “work” will mean as 
software replaces most service tasks, and 
companies become obsolete because any- 
one can make anything anywhere. We don’t 
know what “governance” will be in a world 
where the means of manufacturing are 
decentralized and borderless. 

As Gershenfeld says, digitalized fabrica- 
tion “changes everything.” 

That won’t be easy, but it may be thrilling. 

To use a metaphor that may also become 
antique: open road ahead. ■

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‘Beauty Is the Best Priest: 
Short Plays of the 
Harlem Renaissance’ 

ACC DEPARTMENT OF DRAMA POLISHES A FEW 
RARE GEMS BY BLACK WOMEN PLAYWRIGHTS 


The “flowering of Negro literature” - a 
term ascribed to the great African-American 
poet and thinker James Weldon Johnson - 
saw a wealth of poems, plays, novels, and 
other written works penned between the 
First and Second World Wars. But beyond 
the work of Johnson, Langston Hughes, and 
Zora Neale Hurston, many of those trea- 
sures have been lost to time and still lie 
buried in the public consciousness. With the 
opening this week of Beauty is the Best 
Priest: Short Plays of the Harlem 
Renaissance, Austin Community College 
Department of Drama Chair Marcus 
McQuirter unearths a few of its gems, giving 
Austin a rare opportunity to see the ground- 
breaking theatrical fare that women of color 
were generating during this liberating era. 

Much as he did with Adrienne Kennedy’s 
once provocative, now neglected Funnyhouse 
of a Negro back in 2007, McQuirter has 
blown the dust off four one-acts from the 
early years of the Harlem Renaissance that 
were key in the artistic development of their 
authors and showed a remarkable daring in 
their treatment of racial themes. “Mine Eyes 
Have Seen,” written by Alice Dunbar-Nelson 
in the waning days of World War I, focuses 


on the plight of African-Americans who are 
urged to defend their homeland in a time of 
war, even though their country considers 
them second-class citizens and subjects 
them to bigotry. The African-American hero- 
ine of Ottie Graham’s 1923 drama “Holiday” 
is a star of the stage whose success has 
been achieved by passing for white and 
abandoning her daughter as a child. In 
1925, May Miller, who would become the 
most widely published African-American 
female playwright of the period, launched 
her career with “The Bog Guide,” a tale of a 
daughter seeking revenge for her father’s 
death that folds into its narrative racism 
and biracial families in Africa. May’s play 
took third place in the play category for 
Opportunity magazine’s Literary Prize 
Contest. Second prize that year went to 
Hurston’s “Color Struck,” a complex look at 
the ways in which African-Americans judge 
one another by the darkness of their skin, 
with a black woman worried that her lover 
will leave her for a lighter-skinned woman. 

As with Funnyhouse of a Negro, 

McQuirter will bring his sure directorial 
hand to the material, but he’s also enlisted 
a trio of gifted collaborators to stage one 



one-act apiece: playwright/spoken word art- 
ist/actor/director Zell Miller III, writer/ 
poet/performance artist Florinda Bryant, 
and the award-winning lead of Funnyhouse, 
Feliz Dia McDonald. Their participation defi- 
nitely elevates this production from histori- 
cal curiosity to theatrical essential. Plus, 
all proceeds benefit the Dance and Drama 
Scholarship Fund. - Robert Faires

0 reographed. Her inspiration for this series of site-spe- 
S cific performances was the human capacity to pro- 

® cess emotions; our feelings can be so different, rang- 
£ ing from fear to hope, from joy to sorrow, and we 

* experience each in its own distinct way. So it made 

1 sense to Chaddick to find distinct environments that 


would help her more readily express some of those 
singular emotional states in movement. 

Because most of these spaces are, shall we say, 
cozy, each performance’s audience will be divided into 
three groups, with each group touring the show’s first 
six locations in a different order. Only for the seventh 
and final dance will the entire audience be reassem- 
bled, along with the full 10-member company of danc- 
ers. But while that finale occurs in the relatively spa- 
cious Armstrong/Connelly Studio, don’t expect the inti- 
macy to end. The audience will be seated in the round, 
with dancers close enough that it will be able to hear 
not only their every footfall, but every breath they take. 
Calling a creative work a “journey” and “up close and 
personal” has become cliched, but this is one perfor- 
mance where those terms truly do apply. - R.F.

tes Enfants Terribles’ 

PHILIP GLASS OPERA 
GIVES NEW MEANING 
TO SIBLING RIVALRY 

You think relations with your brother or sis- 
ter are weird. Well, whatever strange feuds, 
odd competitions, or effed-up games color 
your sibling ties, they’re bound to pale beside 
those of Paul and Lise, the brother and sister 
at the dark heart of Les Enfants Terribles. As 
youths, they began to retreat into a dream 
world in the bedroom they shared and would 
engage in a twisted little contest to tease, 
taunt, and torment each other until one 
exploded in vexation, ire, or hurt. Though this 
“game” began when Paul was recuperating 
from an injury received during a snowball 
fight (caused by a feminine-looking boy that 
Paul had a crush on), it persists beyond his 
recovery and the death of their mother, and 
into adulthood. And when Lise befriends a 
woman who bears a striking resemblance to 
Paul’s old crush and her brother falls for this 
woman, Lise steers her into a marriage with 
a friend so as to keep Paul to herself and 
the “game” going. Needless to say, this 
doesn’t end well. 

This ne plus ultra of sibling rivalries origi- 
nated with Jean Cocteau as a novel in 1929 
and was adapted to the screen by Jean-Pierre 
Melville in 1950. When Philip Glass paid trib- 
ute to Cocteau with a trio of adaptations in 
the Nineties, the composer chose Les 
Enfants Terribles to follow his operatic version 
of Orphee, based on the 1949 film, and his 
live operatic soundtrack synchronized to 
Cocteau’s 1946 film, Le Belle et la Bete. Les 
Enfants Terribles is an opera as well, but one 
about as offbeat as its two protagonists. It’s 
scored for three pianos, and the story is told 
as much in movement as music: Each of the 
four lead characters is portrayed by a singer 
and a dancer. The great choreographer Susan 
Marshall collaborated with Glass to create 
this hybrid work, and while the novelty of the 
dance may not be enough to win over those 
who find Glass’ repetitive structures and sub- 
tle harmonic progressions maddening, fans 
of the composer may find themselves caught 
up in the propulsive tension and dreamlike 
beauty of the three-piano score: alternately a 
blizzard and a gentle snowfall. 

Time was, Austin would have seen this 
work not long after its premiere. Glass has 
been a longtime favorite in the city and was 
regularly booked at Bass Concert Hall on his 
tours in the Eighties and Nineties. But the 
composer hasn’t been seen around these 
parts much since Austin Lyric Opera provided 
the North American premiere of the Glass 
opera Waiting for the Barbarians in 2007. This 
Butler Opera Center production is thus an 
increasingly rare opportunity to hear this living 
master’s work performed live. And note that 
it’s only offering two performances. If Glass 
matters to you, don’t let your sibling coerce 
you into playing a game this weekend. - R.F

The Flip Side 

In Poor Shadows of Elysium’s ‘Richard II,’ a coin 
makes all the difference in what you see

The stars of Poor Shadows of Elysium’s 
production of Richard II couldn’t be better 
foils. Kevin Gates is lanky and mousy- 
haired, a sort of gentle-looking guy. Aaron 
Black, on the other hand, is brawny and 
dark and brooding. Gates’ first acting expe- 
rience was as a character named Mr. Tall in 
a first-grade play. “I walked out onstage, 
and I had one line of dialogue that I said, 
and the entire place erupted in laughter,” 
he remembers. Tellingly, Black also 
debuted at a young age: He played the 
Grumpy Elf who lost the spirit of Christmas. 
He jokes, “I remember not being very 
pleased with the verisimilitude, or lack 
thereof, of some of the other first graders.” 

In any other production of this 
Shakespearean history, Gates would almost 
certainly play ineffectual King Richard 
opposite Black as Henry Bolingbroke, the 
bellicose nobleman who deposes the mon- 
arch. They’re two sides of the same coin: 
powerful, reciprocal characters set against 
each other in their actions, motivations, and 
speech - kind of like the 14th century ver- 
sion of Regina George and Cady Heron. 


Heads roll and tears are shed as Richard 
and Bolingbroke vie to chart the course of 
England’s history. (If you caught last sum- 
mer’s Rose Rage by Hidden Room Theatre, 
you know that Henry’s actions have disas- 
trous consequences a century later.) 

Now here’s the rub: In this Richard II, 
Gates and Black have memorized and 
rehearsed both roles - slightly fewer lines 
than Hamlet. The cast has prepared what 
are essentially two different plays, with dif- 
ferent interpretations, depending on who’s 
playing Richard. But unlike John Barton’s 
1973 Royal Shakespeare Company produc- 
tion, in which two actors alternated the 
roles in successive performances, these 
poor shadows are at the mercy of a coin. 
Just moments before each performance, a 


coin flip will decide who plays the usurper 
and who the usurped. The instant after the 
flip, Gates anticipates, will be a “magical” 
one: “The audience gets to see the actors go 
from being sort of neutral to the characters 
they’re going to occupy for the rest of the 
evening. They get to watch us becoming the 
characters.” Black, who received his MFA 
from the New School for Drama/the Actors 
Studio in New York, says he worries about 
that transition. “Essentially you have to 
prepare for both and figure out something 
that will immediately trigger you for that 
and hope it works. I don’t really have any 
proof at this point that it will work. That 
was part of the reason I accepted and want- 
ed to do this.”

The flip might seem like a gimmick to 
convince Austin audiences to drive out past 
Mopac and 360 to Richard Garriott’s Curtain 
Theatre for a two-hour-plus obscure history 
play performed by a new company. “It’s a 
shtick,” concedes director Christina 
Gutierrez. “But it makes sense. It’s a 
choice.” Gutierrez, a Ph.D. student in the 
Performance as Public Practice program at 
the University of Texas, argues that the flip 
will illuminate the play’s pivotal theme of 
chance. “Everything seems stacked in real- 
ly random circumstances. That is a difficult 
thing to communicate to an audience. The 
advantage of the coin toss is that things can 
happen that randomly, and things as big as 
who is the king is chance. 

“I think it’s a great debut for a new com- 
pany. We’re doing something incredibly 
intricate and new. Shakespeare happens in 
this town, but this has never been done 
[here], as far as I know.” 

This recent addition to Austin’s already 
impressive roster of theatre companies was 
founded last year by Gates and Bridget 
Farias, artistic director of Wimberley’s 
EmilyAnn Theatre, as a text-based compa- 
ny dedicated to Renaissance works. The 
name Poor Shadows of Elysium references 
Shakespeare’s Cymbeline : that whopper of 
a speech in which Jupiter descends on an 
eagle to chide the ghosts of Posthumus’ 
family for their weak faith. For Gates, the 
phrase conjures “the idea of the poor play- 


ers.” He explains: “We’re all doing theatre 
on a shoestring in this town. We’re all poor 
shadows. We’re all just doing the best we 
can to pull things together, to make it hap- 
pen, and somehow, things always seem to 
work out. In a way, it’s kind of a prayer: ‘O 
God, please let this shit come together!”’ 
But these folks are more on top of it than 
Gates will lead you to believe. Not only will 
they perform in the Curtain, Garriott’s 
scaled homage to an Elizabethan theatre, 


but they also have Abilene Christian 
University assistant professor of English 
Joe Stephenson on board as dramaturg. 
The cast includes accomplished local actors 
including Suzanne Balling, Travis Bedard, 
and Stephen Price, who is returning to the 
stage as the Duke of York after a 20-year 
hiatus. Price comments that, though 
rehearsing with different Richards and 
Bolingbrokes was confusing at first, he 
feels confident in the dual versions of the 
play that the cast has developed. “I’ve 


found rich variations in the text,” he says, to 
create “different reactions with the same 
words.” According to Price, a conscientious 
focus on language is particularly important 
in this production. “That’s the way you do 
it. If you’ve got Shakespeare’s language, 
you’re halfway there.” 

The deliberate connection of the coin flip 
and Shakespeare’s words is just one aspect 
of Poor Shadows’ text-based approach. 
Gutierrez, after dramaturging for most of 


her professional life, donned the director’s 
cap last summer for the Jacobean incest 
tragedy ’Tis Pity She’s a Whore for 7 Towers 
Theatre Company, which she and Black 
run together. The switch, she says, “has 
made me focus on text in a way that I don’t 
know that a lot of Shakespeare directors 
do.” And both Gates and Black have 
devised elaborate notation schemes to 
mark meter, rhyming couplets, and other 
structural oddities in the play, which is the 
only one of Shakespeare’s written entirely 


in blank verse. The actors emphasize that 
this meticulous attention will feed directly 
into their performances. “I made some 
bold choices early on about my interpreta- 
tion of Bolingbroke’s motives based on 
several of his speeches that are highly 
irregular,” explains Gates. “As I was read- 
ing it, I was looking at how the verse was 
structured, and I was like, ‘You are lying. 
You’re lying. You are a lying bastard!”’ 

Verse coach David Boss, who plays 
Mowbray, also works with cast members 
individually on the text. He hopes that 
Richard II will be “a virtuosic example of 
how we’re supposed to convey Shakespeare’s 
language. We are given a template, and this 
entire play exists in that. It’s one long poem. 
We have the opportunity to show off 
Shakespeare’s verse in a way that few other 
companies do.” The cast and production 
team agree that their thoroughness sets 
them apart. But they also maintain that the 
coin toss is what will make this Richard II 
great. “It forces this cast to be more pres- 
ent,” says Gutierrez. “These are all fantastic 
actors, but the degree to which they have to 
be present and listening on any given night 
is ratcheted up much more than it normally 
is. I think that this audience is going to get 
to see not necessarily better performances, 
but more engaged performances.” ■

Few things are black and white in the 
Mary Moody Northen Theatre production 
of Shakespeare’s gloomy comedy Measure 
for Measure. The play presents murky, gray 
constructions of justice and mercy, but it’s 
also surprisingly colorful in director Michelle 
Polgar’s hands. An arresting sapphire stage 
dominates Lisa Laratta’s set. Kathryn Eader’s 
magical lighting brings oranges, purples, and 
greens into the picture. And Buffy Manners’ 
hip costumes outfit the morally ambiguous 
supporting characters Lucio, Pompey, and 
Mistress Overdone in pinks, reds, and yellows. 
Only the play’s ostensibly upright figures - 
nunnery-bound Isabella, sanctimonious Angelo, 
and that cunning Duke Vincentio - sport a 
grayscale palette. They stand apart from the 
tapsters, whores, and braggarts, but, as the 
play seems to suggest, aren’t any better for it. 

The other colorless presence is a canopy 
of delicate white streamers that look like 
rib cages or party decorations or perforated 
clouds. Like the characters, they deteriorate 
as Vienna’s moral compass pulls farther 
southward. A streamer falls as the Duke 
(Greg Holt) hustles out of town, leaving Angelo 
(Jeremy Lee Cudd) to enforce harsh laws 
that the Duke is too yellow-bellied to uphold. 
Another streamer is cut loose as Isabella 
(Hannah Marie Fonder) learns that the Duke’s 
deputy, following a theretofore neglected 
edict, has put her brother Claudio (Matt 
Buzonas) on death row for impregnating his 
fiancee. And several more streamers fall as 
Angelo attempts to convince Isabella to sur- 
render her virginity to him in exchange for her 
brother’s life. By the time the Duke, disguised

as a friar, falsely informs Isabella that her 
brother has been executed, the theatre looks 
frayed, just as undone as the characters. 

Measure is blessed with some stellar per- 
formances, especially Fonder’s Isabella; she 
glows with sincerity and is a natural with the 
play’s tough verse. Equity guest Cudd pinpoints 
Angelo’s emotional highs and lows as an 
unapologetic, self-aware hypocrite, and David 
Stahl steals the stage as stately Escalus. 

Other bright spots include Tyler Mount as a 
whip-smart Pompey, Richard Mitchell Harris 
as the stabilizing Provost, and David Cameron 
Allen as the quick, foppish Lucio. 

Charismatic Equity guest Holt plays a most 
unusual Duke: somewhat frenetic and awk- 
ward, and frequently beaming uncomfortable 
smiles. Though he commands the stage, his 
odd speech pattern is sometimes difficult to 
understand, even in the intimate MMNT. But I 
grew to enjoy his characterization by Act 5, when 
the awkwardness blooms into a delightful take 
on the Duke’s proposal to Isabella. Impressively, 
that final scene, which is lengthy and notoriously 
ridiculous, is a highlight of this production. The 
show gets off to a slow start, but the ensemble 
picks up speed by the second half to create 
a colorful version of Shakespeare’s grayscale 
comedy that’s worth seeing. - Jillian Owens 


Balanchine’s 1956 “Allegro Brillante,” 
which opened Ballet Austin’s Rite of Spring tri- 
ple bill, has been in the company’s repertoire 
since 1986. Exemplary of how midcentury 
Balanchine saw classical technique and style 
as a vehicle for pure expression, it quotes 
classical steps and shapes, pushing them 
together, making them faster, and linking 
them with quick changes of direction, push- 
ing classicism to the brink so that, ideally, 
more expression rises to the surface. Staged 
here by Leslie Peck, “Allegro” often had the 
requisite exactness and joy, but I can’t say 
that the lead couple, Jaime Lynn Witts and 
Paul Michael Bloodgood, transcended the 
steps. Despite her beauty and strength, 

Witts looked winded, and Bloodgood’s 
Achilles’ heel, or should I say his Achilles’ 
Achilles - tendons too inflexible for good 
jumps - persisted despite his regal stature. 
Nevertheless, the thrilling diagonal in which 
they were whipped and thrown at the mercy

Betrayal

We don’t see much Pinter on Austin 
stages. For a playwright whose member- 
ship in the 20th century canon is so 
firmly established, Austin companies have 
been rather shy about producing his work 
- aside from a lone 2009 production of 
The Collection from Hyde Park Theatre, 
one has to have a pretty strong recall 
to remember the last time a full produc- 
tion of the Nobel Prize laureate’s work 
appeared on a local stage. So the very 
fact that audiences have the chance to 
see a production of Betrayal, one of the 
English playwright’s finest works, is note- 
worthy on its own.

In this Chaotic Theatre production, 
the setting is moved from London to the 
U.S., and the costuming choices sug- 
gest that it’s no longer set so strictly 
in the Seventies, as Pinter intended. 

It remains, of course, as aptly titled 
as ever. The play deals with the series 
of betrayals that occur throughout the 
course of a seven-year affair between 
Emma (Carrie Stephens) - the wife of 
Robert (Andrew Black, who also directs), 
a New York-based publisher - and Jerry 


(Samuel Grimes), Robert’s best friend. 
Told through a series of vignettes that 
move in reverse chronological order, we 
see the precise ways in which all three 
parties betray one another - through lies, 
conspiracies, and omissions. 

In many ways, those things make 
Betrayal a hard script to screw up. As 
long as the lies and omissions reveal 
themselves in the subtle ways that 
Pinter wrote them, most productions will 
deliver on the richness of the material. 
Chaotic’s take on the script is no excep- 
tion to that, but it also frequently fails 
to take advantage of some of the oppor- 
tunities presented by the play. While 
Stephens is excellent as Emma - she 
wears the weight of her secrets through- 
out every scene, regardless of whether 
she’s scared, delighted, tired, or sad - 
and Grimes’ Jerry does a fine job balanc- 
ing naivete with charm, Black struggles 
as the third in their love triangle. His 
performance is frequently stilted. He 
plays Robert as neither affable, vulner- 
able, nor menacing, relying instead on 
performative tricks - a raised voice, an 
affected tone - to convey what’s written 
to be subtle revelations. The missed 
opportunities are frustrating; a scene 
early in the second act, when Robert 
confronts Emma with his knowledge of 
the affair, remains static and one-note. 
He continues to raise his voice at her, 
even as the power dynamic between 
them subtly shifts once he begins asking 
her for details - flattening a scene that’s 
written to be extremely tense. 

What we get instead of that sort of ten- 
sion is an opportunity to see Betrayal in 
a raw form. The subtleties are frequently 
rolled over, but the stage is well dressed, 
the costumes fit well, and the script 
remains intact and affecting. Given how 
long it may be before we see Betrayal 
again on an Austin stage, that’ll have to 
be enough. - Dan Solomon 


Tchaikovsky’s Piano Concerto No. 3 as guest 
of the Austin Symphony, conducted by Peter 
Bay - persists in my mind. 

If only the orchestra had also played the 
Schubert for “Requiem for a Rose”! The ada- 
gio from String Quintet in C was a recording, 
but the dancers did their best to make us for- 
get it in the 2009 work by Colombian-Belgian 
choreographer Annabelle Lopez Ochoa. In 
identical crimson skirts, the five women and 
seven men were vulnerable but unapologetic. 

In this tender, close read of the music, grace 
notes did not go unnoticed, especially by 
Rebecca Johnson. Dancing with Christopher 
Swaim, she used her long limbs to gently luxu- 
riate in the music. The Schubert section was 
framed by starkly lit soloist Elise Pekarek, first 
whipping her hair and thrusting her limbs to 
a throbbing heartbeat, and afterward leading 
the dancers offstage to the same, all with her 
mouth obscured by a red rose. The heart, the 
piece told us, is animal; the romance it leads 
us into and, inevitably, out of is mere biology. 


While “Requiem” allows respite from biol- 
ogy, The Rite of Spring does not. In Stephen 
Mills’ ballet to Stravinsky’s score - as in 
Nijinsky’s 1913 original - animal instincts 
and herd mentalities thrive. The score’s 
power to disturb is evident even in the intro- 
duction (thank goodness Bay’s orchestra 
was back), when the bassoon’s wandering 
notes call to mind amoebas, mutations, and 
fish crawling out of the mud. Bare-rooted 
trees hovered over the stage, signifying 
the tribe as a subworld. In ritual and as if 
determined by earthly, or sub-earthly, forces, 
the ensemble circled its prey in stamps 
and stag-leaps. Cast partly for her stamina, 
Michelle Thompson, the sacrificial maiden in 
the cast I saw (Beth Terwilleger alternated in 
the role), demonstrated pacing, breath con- 
trol, and power. As her high leaps despaired 
into donkey kicks, I could almost hear the 
hooves clicking. I know I heard her last gasp, 
purposefully audible, as the ensemble threw 
her to the wind. - Jonelle Seitz

Hideout (which is what I call Jacki Oh’s 
house), I find myself thinking that I’m so 
happy for all those people I know who are in 
love and find this a very special day. I, too, 
am in love and spending this day with my love 
- designing clothes. Needing to be more cen- 
trally located and accessible, I’ve been sew- 
ing a new part of my fall/winter 2013-14 col- 
lection at the Honeycomb Hideout. I’m con- 
centrating on menswear and doing all of the 
pieces I dreamed of for my last show. But 
with that show under my belt (my men’s fash- 
ions focused on cocktail wear), I’m in a much 
better place to design this collection - and 
design it in a big hurry. It will be a gorgeous, 
glamorous men’s collection that is also fleet- 
ing and ephemeral, since it’s being designed 
for the big Design Industries Foundation 
Fighting AIDS (DIFFA) show in Dallas, in 
March, at which time the clothes will be auc- 
tioned off for AIDS funding. But omigod, I am 
so excited about this group of one-of-a-kind 
designs that are destined to have a brief 
moment of glory on the runway and then dis- 
appear into the hands of private collectors. 
The lines and styling are so sleek and sharp, 
but with luxury fabrics (ordered specially 
through TexStyles Designer Fabric 
Showroom) that are, as usual for 
me, nontraditional for mens- 
wear. It will be most interest- 
ing to show these clothes 
to the A-listers of Dallas. I 
always get an enthusias- 
tic reception and raves 
on what I'm wearing, but 
what remains to be seen 
is whether the men of 
Dallas (or the women 
who shop for them) will 
bid on these clothes. What 
I can predict with absolute 
authority is that I will be begged 
to create these same styles for 
women, and that I will definitely consider. 

But it will take a very strong male personali- 
ty to pull off these clothes and balance the 
elaborateness of them. Fantastic in my 
mind, of course (even though I definitely do 
not love everything I design), there is a cer- 
tain sacredness to this collection for me. 


I’ve always loved designing luxury menswear, 
but had never really done a complete collec- 
tion until my Eleven Eleven show, and even 
then I didn’t get to put together these 
ensembles. In my mind, the designs have 
grown to epic porportions, and I must create 
masterpieces. Now, I get to pour my heart 
and soul into them, and they, in turn, return 
the gratification to me a thousand times 
over in a hundred different ways. With this 
kind of perfect symbiotic relationship, who 
needs candy and flowers?

As we are infusing Austin fashion into 
seemingly every typical Austin-style event, we 
already know that the world’s designers and 
emporiums are knocking at our door. On Jan. 
31, ART + FASHION debuted spring styles 
from Gwen Stefani’s L.A.M.B. fashion line 
(now available at Young & Fabulous), with a 
night of art, fashion, and fun - plus a lineup 
of luxury cars from ecurie25 for that added 
upper-echelon factor. But it’s always the 
clothes that should be the star of any fashion 
event, and Stefani’s L.A.M.B. collection cer- 
tainly did star. The line draws inspiration from 
British, African, and Brazilian looks and 
stayed true to Stefani’s eclectic personal 
style, with plenty of houndstooth, plaid, 
pleats, mod prints, and tapered hems.

Austin’s busy Capital Confectioners Club hosts their ninth annu- 
al cake and sugar art show this weekend based on the theme Cake 
to the Air - All Clear for Cake-Off, so expect to see elaborately 
sculpted and decorated renditions of spaceships, airplanes, butter- 
flies, birds, and balloons. The Austin show is one of the largest and 
most prestigious in the country, attracting both top flight judges and 
competitors. In fact, many of the same renowned cake artists you’ve 
seen judging and competing on Food Network’s Last Cake Standing 
are in Austin for the show and will be presenting pricey, sold-out 
master classes both before and after their judging duties.

Zinfandel From Australia? 
Why Not? 

For decades, California has claimed 
ownership of the Zinfandel grape. 
There was some justification 
because the greatest ver- 
sions of the wine came 
from Sonoma, Paso 
Robles, and various 
places in between. 

They had everything a 
New World wine lover 
could ask for, from 
intense fruitiness to a 
powerful amount of tan- 
nins, all ideal for a grilled 
meat. They were also great 
bargains. Then the world caught 
on and two problems arose. First, the 
winemakers began aiming for the high- 
est possible extraction, which sadly 



led to tongue-stunning levels of alco- 
hol, sometimes in excess of 17%. 
Second, they decided to press the lim- 
its on cost. Suddenly wines that used 
to run under $15 were fetching 
prices over $50. It was inevi- 
table that other countries 
would eventually throw 
their hats in the ring. 
Enter Marschall 
Groom Cellars, a 
tiny, family-owned 
operation in the Bar- 
ossa Valley of Aus- 
tralia. Their vineyards 
are owned by the 
Marschall family and the 
Groom family, but the wines 
are called Groom. The crown glory 
of their real estate is 87 acres in the 
Kalimna appellation of the Barossa 
Valley. The vineyard’s reputation is 


assured because it is directly next to 
Penfolds Kalimna Vineyard, world 
famous as the home of Grange, Aus- 
tralia’s most renowned and expensive 
wine. The families decided to devote 
eight of those acres to Zinfandel and 
the results are in: Groom’s Barossa 
Valley Bush Block Zinfandel is 
spectacular wine. It’s reminiscent of 
the wines we used to get from Sono- 
ma’s Dry Creek appellation, with a 
juicy mouthfeel, sufficient tannic grip, 
and lovely aromas of cherries and 
raspberries with just a touch of butter- 
scotch from the restrained use of oak 
barrels. Add in a bit of inflation and 
the fact that the wine has a $20-22 
retail price, and that puts it in the 
range where those great old Sonoma 
Zins used to be. Groom Zinfandel is 
available at East End Wines, Swift’s 
Attic, and parkside. - Wes Marshall

food-o-file

Visionary instructor Carla Marshall created 
an organic gardening curriculum for children at 
South Austin’s Becker Elementary in 1989. 

She persuaded the school district and the Becker 
principal to make an empty house and yard the 
district had purchased across from the school 
available for what she called the Green Class- 
room. She scavenged for soil, gardening tools, 
and materials, and set out to rehabilitate the 
yard and turn the house into a learning center. 
Most of the work (and her initial salary) was paid 
for by small grants she wrote herself. Though the 
AISD curriculum office listed the Green Class- 
room as an Environmental Science project, 
Marshall’s concept provided students with a 
totally integrated learning situation that bolstered 
education in all disciplines while providing oppor- 
tunities to develop communication skills and self- 
esteem. I met Carla not long after I became a 
columnist with the Chronicle, and the story I 
wrote about her meeting with Alice Waters 
(“Common Ground,” June 28, 1996) was one of 
my first big features. I lost touch with her when 
she left teaching to help form a curriculum 
development company, but she still has the 
Green Classroom, and I noticed it in the news 
again recently, with yet another visionary, Olympic 
swimmer Garrett Weber-Gale (@athleticfoodie), 
working to support it. Weber-Gale has joined forc- 
es with PACT Apparel, the Whole Kids Foundation, 
and Indiegogo to raise funds to help build gar- 
dens at 100 urban schools across the country. 
The goal at Becker is to raise $2,500 to refur- 
bish the garden and install a demonstration 
kitchen where local chefs can teach kids how 
to cook what they’ve grown. The Becker cam- 
paign runs through Thursday, Feb. 28. Go to 
www.indiegogo.com/projects/becker-elementary to donate. 

According to a bulletin from the Farm & 

Ranch Freedom Alliance, five bills that will 
have an impact on local food issues have 
already been filed for this legislative session, 
and another three will be filed soon: 

• FIB 46 improves access to raw milk; 

• FIB 254 protects urban farmers and community 
gardens from paying unneeded wastewater fees; 

• HB 910 limits the fees that can be imposed 
by local and state health departments for 
farmers selling directly to consumers; 

• FIB 970 supports home-based food production; 

• FIB 1306 establishes fair property taxes for 
urban farms and gardens. 

The other three bills would make it easier to 
offer samples at farmers’ markets and stands; 
improve access to land for community gardens; 
and remove some barriers to local food pro- 
duction and distribution. The chances of any of 
these measures passing is directly related to 
the amount of support they get from consumers 
and food-related nonprofit organizations. Contact 
your legislators (www.fyi.legis.state.tx.us, for contact 
info) to let them know that these issues matter 
to you as a consumer of local food, and as a 
voter.

“Definitely the panna cotta,” I pro- 
claimed as I tossed back the last of a cus- 
tardy dessert topped with crunchy, cara- 
melized amaranth seeds, red grapes, sug- 
ared basil, and lychee sorbet ($9). It was cool 
and creamy, offsetting the fire of the meal 
we had just eaten. 

“No way,” my husband argued, “the miso 
white chocolate semifreddo was far superi- 
or.” Like the panna cotta, it too was an artful 
arrangement of creamy and crunchy, set 
atop a thick streak of sesame syrup that was 
almost chocolaty, the whole thing ringed by 
dollops of tangy mango sorbet ($9). 

We were arguing over the desserts at 
Sway, South First’s latest buzz eatery, 
which is causing a stir for its iconoclastic 
take on fine dining. Sway’s Thai-based 
menu offers the ideal platform to showcase 
the type of inventiveness that is helping 
redefine the way we think not just about 
dessert, but about dining in general. 

It used to be that fine dining in America 
meant a meal showcasing French or Italian 
cuisine, plated up on stuffy white linen 
tablecloths.

contrasting materials and a bold color pal- 
ette. Warm wood meets bright yellow terra- 
cotta tiles accented with muted shades of 
gray and black. Meanwhile, the brightness 
of the open kitchen juxtaposes sharply with 
the dimly lit dining room where communal 
tables promise conviviality over privacy. 
The aristocratic, white tablecloth paradigm 
is nowhere in evidence. 

My first visit to Sway was during their 
Friends and Family dinner in December. 
My spouse and I had ringside seats at the 
bar in front of the kitchen, where we 
watched plate after plate of glistening salt- 
and-pepper shrimp, curries, and colorful 
salads make their way onto the house floor. 
Though the restaurant was full and the staff 
was still finding its rhythm, I was impressed 
by how smoothly the kitchen and waitstaff 
managed the flow of orders. Since then, I’ve 
heard mixed reviews about service, quality, 
and long waits. However, my experience 
has remained positive. 

You won’t find prepackaged curry pastes 
or chile oils here. The kitchen prepares 
most of these from scratch, and it shows. 
Start the meal with the cleansing Prawn 
Miange ($10), which looks almost too pretty 
to consume. Cold shrimp, toasted coconut, 
chiles, and cashews are tossed in citrusy 


sauce and served over betel nut leaves. 
Move on to the Peanut Curry ($17), which 
features succulent chicken confit and a 
poached egg. Of all the dishes I’ve eaten at 
Sway, this simple curry is my favorite. 

On the other hand, I get why the Jungle 
Curry ($19) is Sway’s most popular dish. 
Tender beef anchors a swirl of red chiles, 
lemongrass, and ginger. It’s all crowned 
with a dollop of coconut cream and a sprig 
of fresh green peppercorns that’s as fra- 
grant as honeysuckle. It is definitely not 
for pansy tastebuds. On the tamer side, the 
Chinese-inspired Son in Law ($16) show- 
cases braised pork shoulder in a molasses- 
sweetened thick soy sauce accompanied 
by a poached egg and crunchy chile oil. It 
is also delicious, but almost too rich for my 
palate. In the future, I’d pair it with the 
sweet and sour Som Tam (cold green 
papaya salad, $9). There are so many fine 
dishes at Sway, it’s hard to choose just one 
or two. 

Sure, the food is pricier than at a typical 
Thai or Southeast Asian restaurant, but 
let’s face it: Sway is not selling an authentic 
cuisine prepared by little old grandmas. 
Grab your bullwhip and hat; this is the new 
terrain of fine dining in America.

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I See a Darkness 

MIKE AHO AND WILL OLDHAM EXAMINE 'THE LONELY LIFE"

In the opening scene of “The Lonely Life,” Will Oldham 
stands in front of a river, dressed head to toe in white, a bap- 
tismal intro to the world his character David inhabits. As we 
look closer, we see his shirt says New Light Laboratory, and 
that he meets with a therapist in a nondescript hotel room, 
where she prescribes medications, which in turn cause him to 
hallucinate. In one scene, they take the shape of an animated 
army of knives piercing his chest. In another, an octopus 
appears to him, and later he sits in front of a television filled 
with static, as a wall of feedback closes in on our protagonist. 

Austin musician and filmmaker Mike Aho provides that 
feedback for “The Lonely Life,” his first narrative short, which 
was funded via Kickstarter and filmed in Austin and Bastrop. 
Aho, who fronts the Austin band ((Sounder)) and composed 
the film’s score for an upcoming album, The Howlingest Call, 


has directed music videos for Jennifer Herrema’s band RTX 
and skateboard company Volcom. But “The Lonely Life” is a 
much more contemplative effort. 

“In most ways, the idea for this film started as an elabo- 
rate music video, but the synergy just grew and it turned into 
something much bigger,” Aho says. 

Indeed, the mix of music, narrative, and visual art bumps 
“The Lonely Life” above the music video aesthetic. The anima- 
tion is also locally sourced, with creations by Michael Sieben, 
Travis Millard, and Jeremy Fish filling the screen. Aho says the 
animations informed the story line, which eventually inform us 
that David has been cryogenically frozen, his history deleted. 

“I thought of the idea after reading an article about new 
breakthroughs in cryogenics and how there are about 100 peo- 
ple frozen somewhere with old technology that, most likely, did 


not preserve them properly,” Aho explains. “It all sounds like sci- 
ence fiction, but it’s real. I wanted to make something like that, 
something that seemed far-fetched and fantastical but felt real 
to watch. ... I wanted the audience to sympathize with David 
even before finding out how dire his situation really is. I wanted 
him to embody this idea of being a pawn in a grand scheme. 
What Will brought to the character, as far as mannerisms and 
expression, blew us all away as we were shooting the film.” 

Oldham lends David the same quiet grace and desperation 
that he brought to Wendy and Lucy and David Lowery’s recent 
short film “Pioneer,” which will screen along with “The Lonely 
Life” at the Scottish Rite Theater on Feb. 28. As David, he is 
essentially a blank slate, his color filled in as he listens to 
audio therapy tapes that suggest who he might have been in 
his former life. Oldham’s face, especially his eyes, convey the 
loneliness and confusion of his existence to striking effect. 

We see his hallucinations, but beyond that, we don’t get 
much of his inner dialogue. We just read his face. 

“I wrote the character for Will,” Aho adds. “He was the only 
person I could picture playing the role. I have done a couple 
music videos for him, and he played a recurring character on 
a Web comedy series that I did with Michael Sieben for 
Thrasher magazine two years ago. What he brought to this 
role and the experience of making the film is immeasurable 
to me. I’ve been listening to his music for years, so having 
him involved, and even hearing the musical quality in the way 
he delivers lines, was an amazing thing.” 

Aho says it took him “a month or so of working out the 
ideas and plotline in my mind, but only a couple days to write 
dialogue.” And that dialogue is fairly sparse, the narrative 
driven more by Oldham’s quiet nature, rhetorical questions, 
and intermittent rides on a red bike. As the minutes wear on, 
David starts to pull at the threads, the seams start to show, 
and his day-to-day monotony at New Light Laboratory takes on 
a more sinister tone. 

“The narrative really centers around the idea that some- 
times in life, you can feel like you’re in control of everything, 
but in reality there are thousands of elements out of your 
control that inform the way you live and the trajectory of your 
life,” Aho says. “I think that the story in ‘The Lonely Life,’ 
while it is strange, is relatable to a lot of other aspects of the 
human experience: finances, relationships, etc. There are so 
many things that we think we are in control of, which are 
actually controlling us.” ■

Spoiler Alert 

WITH 'JOHN DIES AT THE END/ DON COSCARELLI IS STILL 
DOING EXACTLY WHAT HE DAMN WELL PLEASES

Don Coscarelli never met two genres he 
didn’t want to splice. But if you thought his 
strangeness could not exceed an ice cream 
seller fighting a demonic mortician in 
Phantasm, or Elvis vs. a mummy in Bubba 
Ho-Tep, wait for John Dies at the End. When the 
director first read David Wong’s novel about 
dimension-hopping slackers, phantom limbs, 
and meat monsters, his response summed up 
how his fans feel about his movies. Coscarelli 
recalls thinking: “‘Whoa, this is a major mash- 
up. Is it a comedy, is it a philosophical mood 
piece, what is it?’ I didn’t have an answer, but 
it was definitely in my wheelhouse.” 

John Dies is almost the anti -Phantasm. 
Where Coscarelli’s original suburban demon 


hunters plunged with determination into battle 
against the sinister Tall Man, the director was 
drawn to how Wong tapped the “inherent apa- 
thy” of the unmotivated David (Chase 
Williamson) and his sporadically deceased 
friend John (Rob Mayes). He says, “I thought 
... it would be fun to depict these characters 
in the most outrageous circumstances, and 
see the most outrageous monsters, and have 
the response of, ‘Huh. That’s interesting.’ 
Whereas if I were writing it, there would be 
people screaming and running out the door.” 
When there’s no genre map, a mash-up like 
John Dies can lose audiences, and it takes 
the right leading man to hold their hand 
through the crazy. Considering David is in just 



about every frame, as well as voicing the far- 
from-omniscient narrator, Coscarelli faced 
casting hell with young actors who just could 
not carry the material. He says, “Sometimes, 
when the wrong guy’s reading, you’re thinking 
to yourself: ‘I really fucked up here. This mov- 
ie’s going to suck. It’s just not going to work.’” 


The last time he had such a casting leap was 
for Bubba Ho-Tep, when Bruce Campbell’s 
aging Elvis struggled with bedsores and 
Egpytian curses. When he cast the Evil Dead 
star, Coscarelli knew he could act, but still 
wondered, “Could he play an aging Elvis?” 

One day, Campbell came over to Coscarelli’s 
house and teased him with a glimpse of how 
his aging king would shake, rattle, and shake 
some more. Coscarelli recalls, “I’m the only 
one there, and I’m thinking, ‘He could really 
be great in this role.’” Rewatching the John 
Dies casting tapes, he was reminded of why 
he cast Williamson. Coscarelli says, “He just 
had a way. He could make the ironic moments 
work, he could make the comedy work, and 
he could make the straight-ahead, earnest 
moments work. So again I’m thinking, ‘Yeah, 
he could really be our guy.”' ■

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Angst is Their Co-Pilot 

‘Only the Young' charts the agony and ecstasy of a certain age

Being more or less the only pedestrians, teenagers are 
highly visible in the landscape of Santa Clarita, Calif. It’s 
something Elizabeth Mims noticed while going to film school 
at the California Institute of the Arts in Valencia, Santa 
Clarita’s fellow northwestern neighbor in the bedroom-com- 
munity sprawl of Greater Los Angeles. Mims grew up in 
Central Austin and attended Austin High, so college was, 
somewhat bizarrely, her first prolonged exposure to suburban 
living. It seemed exotic: “The parents would commute to L.A., 
and they’d get stuck in traffic on the way home, so there’s this 
gap when their kids would be off from school from around 
4 to 7, or however late, just doing whatever they want.” 

Only the Young, which Mims co-directed with her CalArts 
classmate Jason Tippet, a Santa Clarita native, focuses on 
these afterschool hours of freedom. Far from an expose 
about “latchkey kids” of the Facebook generation, Only the 
Young is a film about the sweet essence of youth: those 
waves of longing, boredom, and passion that are so acute in 
adolescence. “At that age you don’t have responsibility, and 
you think you want it,” she continues. “You’re having all 
these awkward experiences. We’ve all been there.” 

Mims was there, metaphorically speaking, not so long 
ago; she is 24. 1 sat down with her at a coffee shop in Austin 
in January. She has moved back to town after spending the 
past year promoting Only the Young on the festival circuit. 
After being turned down by Sundance and SXSW, the no- 
budget film premiered at True/False in Columbia, MO., in 
early March. From there, it played many festivals - includ- 
ing Hot Docs in Toronto, Silverdocs in Maryland (where it 
won Best U.S. Feature), and AFI Fest in Los Angeles (where 
it won an audience award) - and was picked up for distribu- 
tion by Oscilloscope before making its local premiere at the 
Austin Film Festival in October. Mims, who has been mak- 
ing movies with her friends since she was herself a teen- 
ager, is a second-generation filmmaker; her father is Steve 
Mims, who teaches film production in the University of 
Texas’ Radio-Television-Film Department and through 
Austin FilmWorks. (His latest feature documentary, 
Incendiary: The Willingham Case, was released to critical 
acclaim in 2011.) 

Mims and Tippet met their subjects accidentally, at a 
skate park in Santa Clarita, when Garrison Saenz, 17, and 
Kevin Conway, 16, approached them and asked if they’d 
lost keys to a Jaguar. Taken aback, the film-school students 
began interviewing the two skaters, eventually filming 
them as they headed to their hangouts in drainage ditches, 
abandoned shacks in the desert, and shuttered, overgrown 
mini-golf courses. The filmmakers’ proximity in age to 
their subjects was crucial; it made it possible for the teens 
to trust the filmmakers and vice versa. While at CalArts, 
Mims had been teaching DIY filmmaking classes to high 
school students at an afterschool program in Los Angeles, 
so she knew how to encourage her subjects to express 
themselves and be natural in front of the camera. Mims 
says, “It was kind of like being around friends at a party. If 
they were showing off, you’d know.” In one inadvertent 
bonding experience early in the shoot, the four of them 
were chased out of a tunnel by bees. 

Garrison and Kevin have been inseparable since they 
were 13. Garrison’s more popular with the girls, but Kevin’s 
a better skater; in one of the documentary’s meandering 
subplots, we see them take a chaperoned road trip to 
Arizona, where Kevin has been invited to skate in a Volcom 
competition. Instead of taking the opportunity to overdra- 
matize Kevin’s preparation for and performance in the 
contest, as any reality TV show would, Mims and Tippet 



concentrate on the car ride: the tourist traps they visit, their 
frustrated attempt to set up a tent at a camping ground. 

The New York Times' Eric Hynes aptly likened the film to 
“a live-action Peanuts cartoon.” Parents are largely invisi- 
ble, and most of the action takes place outdoors. The boys 
both dress up as Gandalf for Halloween and roam the 
neighborhood, cracking themselves up. The filmmakers 
capture their wizardly revels in long shot, in the fading 
light of the afternoon; this “stranger’s eye view” is unex- 
pectedly poignant, reminding the viewer (if the viewer is no 
longer a teenager) of his or her emotional remove from 
youth, from a time when a fake beard was the only neces- 
sary ingredient for a five-star day. Sitting with his friend on 
a corrugated roof of an abandoned shack in the desert, 
Kevin remarks: “Garrison will be with me forever. He’s like 
a fungus, like rust.” 

Certain details about the teens’ lives are best revealed 
by the filmmakers’ design, so I won’t spoil them here, but 


it’s safe to reveal that Only the Young is both a buddy film 
and a triangular love story. The third subject is Skye 
Elmore, 15, Garrison’s sometime-girlfriend. Skye pines 
after Garrison, while Kevin remains coy about his feelings 
for Skye. Garrison, for his part, just wants to be friends 
with everybody. There’s never a perfect equilibrium. 
While Kevin and Garrison act their age, Skye is wise - 
more mature, in fact, than many of the adults she knows. 
Frowning at her computer, she expresses discomfort with 
the cavalier way some grown-ups abuse social media: “It’s 
still not okay to do personal things impersonally.” Skye is 
precocious but never cute; her presence is calming, and 
she has a remarkable gift for keeping life’s changes in 
perspective. Following a surge of renewed attention from 
Garrison, she shrugs and chalks it up to her new haircut. 

The dynamics mainly play out in two-shot compositions, 
usually with both subjects facing the camera; it’s an 
arrangement conducive to organic revelations of conflict 
and rapport. Mims and Tippet believe in using tripods and 
getting out of the way: no zooming, and as little hand-held 
shooting as possible. It was a style they developed at 
CalArts on their first collaboration, a short called 
“Thompson,” which played Sundance in 2010 (and which 
will be an extra on the upcoming Oscilloscope DVD release). 

Their foray into Sundance didn’t make it any easier for 
them to find funding for their feature. They knew they 
wanted to do a microcosmic character study along the 
lines of Jennifer Venditti’s Billy the Kid, but it was a hard 
sell; like Venditti’s 15-year-old Billy P., Garrison, Kevin, 
and Skye had no claims to fame, nor were they poster 
children for a particularly unique subculture or “teen 
issue,” making it hard to sum up the subjects in a sen- 
tence. “There’s no one line, like ‘an anorexic teenager 
goes through an emotional transition in her life’ or what- 
ever,” Mims says. 

Unburdened by free money, Mims and Tippet held onto 
their day jobs and worked on the film in their free time over 
the course of 18 months, editing as they went along. They 
launched a Kickstarter campaign in the postproduction 
phase to raise $22,000 for the music rights; the soundtrack 
is compiled almost entirely of songs from the Numero 

Group label’s Eccentric 
Soul reissue series, includ- 
ing artists like Johnson, 
Hawkins, Tatum & Durr, 
and Stone Coal White. 
These gorgeous yet unfa- 
miliar recordings are won- 
derfully evocative of the 
languor, heartbreak, and 
sense of fresh discovery in 
the high school years. 

Now that she’s back in 
Austin, Mims is continuing 
to teach filmmaking to teen- 
agers through the city’s 
Totally Cool, Totally Art program at the Dougherty Arts 
Center and working on a screenplay. Recalling the long road 
to Only the Young’s release, she says the most nerve-racking 
screening was when she and Tippet showed the first cut to 
Kevin, Garrison, and Skye, who’d seen none of the footage 
until that point. “Jason and I were hiding behind the couch, 
like, ‘Please don’t hate it!”’ she recalls. “They hadn’t heard 
each other say these things [about each other]. But after- 
wards, it was amazing, because we all went to dinner and 
they said, ‘I’m so glad this exists.’” Mims and Tippet make no 
claims of objectivity; rather, they admit they’re fiercely pro- 
tective of their subjects. “They have a really strong moral 
compass. It was impressive, even for me. I was like, wow, I 
need to be more mature about things.” Though it comes 
unexpectedly, this is a lesson these young filmmakers, and 
their younger subjects, get across very well. ■

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Pastures of Plenty 


Stowed away on the back bench of an old 
church van called Momma Pearl, I set off on 
a 5, 000-mile tour, playing 17 cities in 19 
days. Not only the new guy, out for the first 
time with the touring lineup, but since I was 
barely sperm when some of Black Eyed 
Vermillion began their music careers, I’m 
the new kid, too. Half the band I hardly knew, 
but a journey like this brings people together, 
and by the time we hugged onstage after 


playing the last date - a sold-out show at the 

Houston Continental Club - I felt like fami- 
ly. Or better. 

Fighting through crummy weather and ter- 
rible drivers, Momma Pearl proved an 
unsinkable battleship. Confined in her 
crowded interior with six dudes, everything 
was magnified: the humor, the depth of dis- 
cussion, the snoring, the smells (oh God, 
the smells). But with a great crew like

Kurtis Machler (bass), Justin Collins 
(drums), and Fritz and Reverend Johnson 
of Whiskeydick (guitars), I considered 
myself lucky. “The captain of our fucked-up 
ship,” as Collins titled him, was singer Gary 
Lindsey, a punk-rock poet with a boxer’s 
face and Gandhi’s hopes, best known as 
Hank Williams Ill’s screaming sideman. He 
used to use a microphone for violence, beat- 
ing his face bloody, but these days Lindsey 
uses it to dispense witty wisdom between 
songs and to sing blues, folk, punk, and 
world music. I asked the sandpaper-voiced 
singer what our mission statement was. 

“It’s about taking all the dirtiest parts of 
yesterday, putting them together today, and 
hoping for something better tomorrow.” 

For unmanaged bands on the 
road, uncertainty becomes 
omnipresent, so you learn to 
find tranquility in scarce 
constants: load in, sound 
check, Waffle House. 

Still the greatest comfort 
lived in the 45 minutes 
we had every night to 
share our music with new 
ears. Working through the 
craziness, we knew if we 
made it to the stage, every- 
thing else would be all right. 

Every adventure has its vil- 
lains: the flaming gay KKK supporter 
in Florida who became irate with me for sug- 
gesting he was an ironic fascist; the “World’s 
Most Annoying Sound Guy” in North Carolina, 
who scolded us for playing too loud, bragged 
how he played in the Gin Blossoms, and 
barred us from drinking onstage; and the old 
drunk Machler found covered in blood, 
passed out on a toilet with his dentures on 
the urine-soaked floor of a West Virginia bar. 
When Machler retrieved the teeth, the Strang- 
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er threw them across the room and scolded 
him, “Thanks a lot, asshole!” 

“That’s when I stopped helping and got 
the authorities,” reasoned Machler. “The 
blood wasn’t from him. I’m pretty sure he 
killed a guy.” 

We also had a hero - the headliner - the 
foot stompin’, guitar thrashin’, one-man band 
from San Marcos, ol’ Scott H. Biram. He took 
us on this ride and brought out stellar crowds 
every night. While he’d rather me tell you he’s 
a crazy motherfucker who doesn’t give a shit, 
the truth is he’s one of the most interesting, 
thoughtful, and genuine musicians I’ve ever 
met. When Machler’s close friend died and we 
drove all night to get him to the funeral, Biram 
wrote him a meaningful verse about losing old 
friends while making new ones. 

Late one night in Florida, Biram and I sat 
out on a dock pickin’ old bluegrass 
and folk tunes my uncles taught 
me when I was a kid. At the 
next show, he announced: “I 
made a new friend. His 
name’s Kevin Curtin and 
he wears muttonchops, 
but he doesn’t eat pork 
chops. Anyway, he likes 
Woody Guthrie a lot, 
so I want to do this song 
for him.” 

I’ll remember that version 
of the great migrant work- 
ers’ ode “Pastures of Plenty” 
for a long time. 

Early in the tour, Biram told us: 
“When you’re on tour in the South, it’s a 
good idea to keep a Bible on the dashboard. 
When a cop pulls you over, he’ll see it and 
say, ‘You boys have a good day!”' 

I found a Bible the Gideons left in our 
hotel, so I tossed it on the dash. We didn’t 
get pulled over so I don’t know if it would 
have helped, but it’s still there and it sure 
looks funny next to a bust of Robert E. Lee 
and four types of rubber dog shit.

> After two consecutive Fun Fun Fun Fest cancellations, 
old-school NYC rapper Rakim made good at Mohawk on 
Sunday and was joined by Bushwick Bill for a verse on 
“Paid in Full” and the Geto Boys’ “Mind Playing Tricks on 
Me.” “Rakim’s my all-time favorite. I wish my old friends 
could have seen me,” Bill told me. “I used to rap along to 
his tape in the car and they’d say, ‘You ain’t Rakim!”’

“I spent seven days looking at noth- 
ing but the water. When we landed, I 
was just so glad to see earth,” 
acknowledges Mike Harmeier. 

The frontman for local honky-tonk 
saviors Mike & the Moonpies was left 
stranded in the Gulf of Mexico with 
4,200 others after the Triumph cruise 
ship went idle midvoyage. Harmeier, 
who was vacationing with his new fian- 
cee, said the passengers weren’t aware 
of any fire until “Alpha team to engine 
room fire!” came over the loudspeaker 
- at which point they started grabbing 
life jackets. “I never thought I was going to die,” reports 
Harmeier, even though he could smell smoke and the boat 
was leaning heavily starboard.

NBC came in 
with the assist, taping an interview and flying him to Dallas 
for a triumphant show at the Granada Theater. 

Any more cruises in the foreseeable future? 

“Probably,” laughs Harmeier. “They gave us free tickets. I’ll 
just make sure it’s a newer boat.”

True Believers once again

I. Rehearsal, 2012 

Brent Grulke, who helped build South by 
Southwest into an international reckoning, 
has died. A memorial concert stacks more 
than three decades’ measure of how beloved 
he was in the local music community, long 
dormant bands honoring him with their 
vintage songs one last time. 

The most anticipated of these acts gath- 
ers into a room trying to start the engine. It 
will not kick over. 

“GrulkeFest? We didn’t even rehearse,” 
grouses one of the band’s three guitarists. 
“The PA blew up! Basically, we’re just 
mouthing the words, trying to remember 
where the changes are!” 

Another guitarist, the bandleader’s broth- 
er, thinks, “I came all the way to Austin for 
this?! Man, I could’ve gotten this in 
Hollywood!” 

Come the night of the show, spirits run 
high at the Moody Theater. Two genera- 
tions of Austin rock - Doctors’ Mob, the 
Reivers, Sixteen Deluxe, Fastball - play 
good and loud, as Grulke would have want- 
ed. The headliners finally take the stage. In 
their time, the evening’s honoree drove 
their van, mixed their sound, and listened 
to their leader’s earliest songs while offer- 
ing advice and encouragement. Now, when 
it counts the most, these former golden 
boys are nervous. This isn’t the time, place, 
or occasion not to hit on all cylinders. 

Taking the stage with trademark swagger, 
gang leader Alejandro Escovedo calls the 
tune. From the first chord, the fivepiece plays 
hard and true, like its name, demonstrating 
the same force of nature as Motorhead. 
Against all odds, the True Believers match, if 
not eclipse, their former glories. 

II. Kingsville, J.K. Northway 
Coliseum, 1984 

Joe King Carrasco & the Crowns are ply- 
ing their Tex-Mex “Nuevo Wavo” in the 
South Texas cultural wasteland on a 
Saturday night. The assembled frat boys 
and sorority girls couldn’t care less about 
the music, a soundtrack employed only to 
git fucked up and have a gud tahm\ 

The venue’s literally a barn, which nor- 
mally hosts rodeos. Its dirt floor means the 
air clumps in thick clouds from dancing. 
I’m 18, a high school senior, the sum total of 
the Alice’s “punk scene.” The grit now cov- 
ering my faux leather pants and Beatle 
boots isn’t any more welcoming than the 
rutting rubes. 

That’s precisely when The Wild Bunch 
takes the stage. 

Some are wearing real leather, some 
denim. They’ve got long dirty hair and bolo 
ties, possibly some smudged eyeliner, and 
they’re oozing Jack Daniel’s and Marlboro 
fumes. The only thing louder than their 


attitude plugs into their amps: three gui- 
tars. Three. 

“Oh, my gawdV’ roars one of those guitar- 
ists nearly 30 years later. “It’s MOLLY 
HATCHET.” 

Thankfully, it was more Johnny 
Thunders. With a twang. 

“Yeah!” exclaims Jon Dee Graham down- 
stairs in the Continental Club office after 
his Wednesday night residency perfor- 
mance, where a modest audience soaked in 
his world-weary songs and gnarled guitar. 
“[Three guitars] was one of those things 
that shouldn’t work, because people go, 
‘Well, who is the lead guitar player? Who 
was the rhythm guitar player?’ 

“We all were,” he laughs. “Really, it’s just 
... one big guitar.” 

One big guitar, fat with covers ranging 
from the Velvet Underground to the 
Stooges, Mott the Hoople, and T. Rex. Even 
Merle Haggard. AC/DC’s “Highway to Hell” 
was a frequent encore. 

“We were pretty loud, weren’t we?” 
Graham nods. 

Indeed. And they will be again - at South 
by Southwest, in the studio, and on tour in 
2013. Why reanimate the True Believers 
now when all three songwriters have spent 
decades forging respected solo careers? 

“I think the way everybody’s viewing it,” 
explains Graham, “and the way I’m certain- 
ly viewing it, is it’s not ‘either/or,’ it’s ‘and.’ 


“We’re all in such different places now. 
It’s a better band than we ever were. No one 
wanted to bring it up, because we were all 
just blown away. So, our friend [and one- 
time True Believers manager] Joe Nick 
Patoski said, ‘You guys would be crazy if 
you didn’t do this now.’ 

“So, we had a sit-down and I was shocked, 
because everyone said, ‘I’m in! I’m in!”’ 
Graham says several studios have offered 
their services. Each songwriter is expected 
to bring one new composition apiece to 
rehearsals for their SXSW dates next month, 
all to be tracked shortly after the festival. 
After that, they’ll be back in the fall. 

“A1 is at the peak of his career,” notes 
Graham, who turns 54 on Feb. 28. “I played 
100 dates on the road last year and almost 
140 dates in town. Javier [Escovedo] made a 
record with Ken Stringfellow from the 
Posies. Everybody’s doing quite well. But 
the chance to go out and do this one more 
time is wonderful.” 


III. In a Truck With 
Alejandro Escovedo, 2013 

“The thing the Believers had, which a lot of 
other bands didn’t, was that we were a gang.” 
Alejandro Escovedo has just packed the 
Continental, delivering tight, rousing, well- 
crafted rock & roll. We’re sitting in his 
truck behind the club, rain misting the 
windshield. For the next hour, he recounts 
the tale of the True Believers. He’s seem- 
ingly composed the history mentally, over 
time, just waiting for the right audience. 

“We were definitely a rock & roll band,” 
he continues. “We had that kinda thing 
about us. Not many bands had it at that 
time. You either had Cinderella, or you had 
that indie/Replacements-kinda thing.” 

And twang. 


“It’s less country and more Western. It’s 
in my guitar, that reverb-y Stratocaster, 
those long lines. Javier and I were develop- 
ing that before we got Jon Dee, and it was 
very much more Santo & Johnny-like lines. 
We wanted to be the Mott the Hoople of the 
Southwest,” he grins proudly. 

“Look at the bands we came from, too, 
Javier and I. [His] Zeros were hard-hitting! 
They were the Standells of the punk move- 
ment. And [my band] the Nuns were almost 
Blue Oyster Cult-ish in their attack. So, we 
had that going for us.” 

While the Zeros emerged from Los Angeles 
and the Nuns from San Francisco, Jon Dee 
Graham’s punk trio the Skunks ruled locally, 
and drummer Rey Washam cut his teeth in 
Sharon Tate’s Baby, the Big Boys, and, later, 
Scratch Acid. Bassist Denny DeGorio also 
emerged from the Bay Area in the Offs. Every 
man came with a punk pedigree. 

In addition to opening for the Sex Pistols’ 
final U.S. performance in the Nuns and a 


stint on the opposite coast in New Waver 
Judy Nylon’s band, Escovedo founded 
Rank & File in 1979 with ex-Dils punks 
Chip and Tony Kinman. A briefly popular 
“cowpunk” band that resided locally for a 
stint, it provided a good living, except the 
Kinmans took out their frustrations on 
Escovedo, pressuring him to take lessons 
from a “real country guitarist.” A particu- 
larly disastrous Sacramento show with the 
ascendant Lone Justice led to so much acri- 
mony that Escovedo quit. The next day he 
called music journalist Chris Morris. 

“[I said,] ‘I just left Rank & File, and I’m 
thinking about calling Javier and asking 
him to start a band with me.’ Chris said, ‘So 
fucking call him right now!’ Javier was 
washing dishes at a restaurant. I called him, 
he thought about it a day or two, and said, 
‘Yeah. Let’s do it.’ 

“We knew what we wanted to sound like. 
We both loved the same bands growing up 
together. We knew we’d have a bit of all 
these different things. Then it was a matter 
of deciding, ‘Well, do I come to L.A., or do 
you come to Austin?”’ 

They picked Austin for being “centrally 
located.” Here, they could woodshed, safe 
from L.A.’s competitive environment. 
Javier arrived at the old Downtown 
Greyhound bus station months later, head- 
to-toe in white denim and sporting long 
black hair, a Les Paul Jr. in one hand and 
his belongings in a paper grocery bag in the 
other. He moved into his brother’s house in 
Hyde Park on Avenue D, the two working 
by day painting houses and then playing all 
night fueled by 12-packs of Meister Brau 
(“the cheapest beer we could find”). 

“By the time Javier arrived, I’d already 
got Denny and [drummer] Keith Carnes. We 
were rehearsing as a threepiece. When 
Javier came, he was gonna be more the 
soloist, more melody. And he had a lot of 
songs. He came with a satchelful. He writes 
a lot, very prolific. I would say the first year 
was more Javier material. 

“I was starting to write, too,” offers 
Alejandro, 62. “The first song I wrote was 
‘The Rain Won’t Help You When It’s Over.’”

IV. On the Phone With 
Rock & Roll Javier 

“I was coming out of a period where I just 
sat in my room and wrote songs,” laughs 
Javier Escovedo at his arrival in Texas. “So, 
I had a lot of ideas, and [Alejandro] helped 
me realize and polish up a lot of those ideas. 
It worked out. Then he started writing a lot 
more. As you well know.” 

Javier’s prolificness hasn’t diminished 
over time even if his first solo album, City 
Lights, only came out last fall. In fact, Jon 
Dee Graham’s assertion that the True 
Believers’ three principal songwriters each 
bring a new tune to next month’s rehearsals 
seems like lowballing to him. 

“I was thinking we should do more than 
that,” he says. “I wrote down about five that 
I’d like to submit.” 

The natural-born rocker of the band, 
“Rock & Roll Javier,” as Alejandro calls him 
with brotherly pride, not only brings anoth- 
er kit bag of tunes to the group’s reunifica- 
tion, but also his Johnny Thunders guitar 
work and aura. Many modern Austinites 
seem unaware Alejandro has a younger 
brother, but he gives the band its swagger. 

Graham, on the other hand, asserts that 
he never formally joined the True Believers. 
They’d been rolling about a year, playing 
backyard parties, Dallas skate contests 
opening for the Big Boys, and Oklahoma 
City gigs where they were expected to play 
three sets when they only had 12 songs. The 
band he initially caught at Club Foot was 
“really exciting! Really different. Even they 
couldn’t figure out what they were doing!” 

Like Javier, Graham was also washing 
dishes. He saw the True Believers often, and 
soon he and Alejandro began talking. The lat- 
ter asked the former to sit in with his lap steel 
when the band opened for Byrds-maniacs the 
Long Ryders. Next time, Graham was told to 
also bring his guitar. Then he got in the van. 

Much seat-of-the-pants touring ensued in 
a van bought by the Escovedo brothers’ par- 
ents. Alejandro booked gigs from roadside 


telephones, while the band subsisted on 
loaves of bread and packets of lunch meat. 
One time, R.E.M. and several members of 
the Athens, Ga., indie rock aristocracy threw 
a benefit at the 40 Watt Club to get the True 
Believers home when a gig fell through. 

Back home, the band’s manager, Joe 
Nick Patoski, snared a deal with Rounder 
Records, then in alliance with EMI. An 
album was recorded in three days by 
Memphis maverick Jim Dickinson, with 
preproduction consisting of a conversation 
in the car picking Dickinson up from the 
airport to drive him to the studio. Once the 
eponymous LP came out in 1986 - not a bad 
song on it even if they all sounded like 


demos - the band barnstormed America 
once again, this time more professionally, 
one trek lasting eight months. Los Lobos 
even took the True Believers with them on 
their own first major tour following the suc- 
cess of the Ritchie Valens biopic, La Bamha. 

Now on EMI proper, the band was 
informed by its major label that they need- 
ed a Top Ten producer for their sophomore 
disc. They chose Jeff Glixman, hot off pro- 
ducing the Georgia Satellites’ hit debut, 
and regretted it once he insisted they 
replace the rhythm section. Glixman 
punched up the True Believers’ three-gui- 
tar attack considerably, but with everything 
done and the artwork ready to go, their 
corporate sponsors suddenly began stalling. 
Then they dropped the band altogether. 

After that, Javier admits things disinte- 
grated rapidly. No label would buy the sec- 
ond album, even as the group itself strug- 
gled to move forward with Hector Munoz on 
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In-Store Performance Friday February 22nd at 5pm 
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drums and J.D. Foster on bass. Over dinner 
with his brother, Javier quit the band. 

“Will & the Kill had a manager and a 
record label, the True Believers didn’t,” 
recalls Javier. “Will wanted me to go on 
tour, so it was kinda like, ‘Y’know, maybe 
it’s time to go somewhere else.’” 

“We tried keeping it going after Javier 
left, but it didn’t last long,” confirms 
Alejandro. “It wasn’t inspired. Suddenly, 
we were beating a dead horse. 

“We beat that horse with all our heart, 
believe me.” 

V. Back Home, Last Week 

“None of us has ever stopped. We’ve been 
in the ring the whole time. But now we’re fit. 
Everyone’s more present than we ever were, 
and more grown-up. I’m excited about it,” 
enthuses Jon Dee Graham. 

Javier Escovedo won’t leave his home in 
San Diego to be in the True Believers, who 
have reunited periodically since he left the 
band in 1987, most notably at SXSW 1994 
when Rykodisc paired the group’s two albums 
on a single CD, Hard Road. He can, however, 
get on a plane or in a van and go anywhere. 

“I’ve been to Spain and Europe with the 
Zeros. I’m sure I can do it with the True 
Believers. They’ve got an airport here,” 
he laughs. 

Graham says the True Believers taught 
him a lot, notably that you can be the biggest 
band in Austin and it doesn’t matter outside 
the city limits. He adds the Escovedos taught 
him chordal and harmonic economy. 

“It was definitely going to school,” he 
smiles. “It was awesome.” 

And what does the schoolmaster propose, 
back in his truck? 

“I don’t know what the future holds,” 
admits Alejandro Escovedo. “I just know 
it’ll be fun. I’m looking forward to it. I 
wanna be good. I want people to see how 
good the band can be.” 

He muses about his critically acclaimed 
solo “concept albums,” Real Animal and By 
the Hand of the Father. 

“That would be an interesting approach 
for the True Believers,” he nods. “Maybe 
just tell the story of the band? It’s very 
Mott-like.” 

“The Ballad of the True Believers,” 
anyone? ■

My Bloody Valentine 

mbv 

Expectations are loaded weapons, 
often building up unstably only to back- 
fire. Kevin Shields thrives on that ten- 
sion and remains a master of its sub- 
version, an exercise requiring such pre- 
cision that everything outside it seem- 
ingly dissolves into chaos. Thus the 
arrival of mbv, My Bloody Valentine’s 
third LP and 22-year follow-up to 1991 
pinnacle Loveless, was expectedly unex- 
pected - its imminent release teased 
for years before suddenly appearing 
for download on the band’s website at 
the beginning of the month. To be sure, 
mbv can’t compare to Loveless, a singular achievement in 
walls of sound that obliterated so-called “shoegaze” guitar 
psychedelia by driving it to its edges and imploding back all- 
enveloping. The new album rebuilds from those same stem 
cells, announced in the genesis of warm fuzz that trembles at 


the outset of opener “She Found Now.” 
Shields guides the listener back to the 
world to move beyond it, pop hooks bur- 
ied by the raw scruff of “Only Tomorrow” 
and warping tourniquet of “Who Sees 
You.” By the time Bilinda Butcher faintly 
coos in the maddeningly monotonous 
builds of “If This and Yes” and “If I Am,” 
the Irish quartet has shifted outside the 
tide of guitars to reach the percussion 
dominated “New You.” Only in its final 
trinity, however, does mbv achieve new 
catechisms of sound. The electronic 
sting and assaulting blitzkrieg of “In 
Another Way” and percussive annihila- 
tion of “Nothing Is” ascend into the 
mechanical whoosh of “Wonder 2,” a terrifying postindustrial 
birth of sound. Overwhelmingly subtle and crushingly consum- 
ing, mbv delivers beauty in the slightest shifts and drama in 
its calculatedly awkward movements.

Lowe Country: 

The Songs of 
Nick Lowe 

(Fiesta Red) 

So many variables 
determine whether a trib- 
ute disc succeeds; the 
artist honored, the acts 
and songs chosen. On local imprint Fiesta Red, Lowe 
Country assembles a healthy dose of neo-Americana 
types covering UK pub rocker turned crooner Nick 
Lowe. Unfortunately, more often than not, the results 
are “genericana,” disposable alt.country that’s inter- 
changeable with a dozen similar acts. Amanda Shires 
merits applause on her own, but her rearrangement 
of “I Love the Sound of Breaking Glass” removes the 
pop bounce it deserves for a tremulous dirge that 
just sounds wrong. Austinite Colin Gilmore invok- 
ing lonesome Buddy Holly on “You Make Me,” and 
Chatham County Line’s stomping bluegrass adapta- 
tion of “Heart of the City” are memorable, while Ron 
Sexsmith’s “Where’s My Everything?” mirrors Lowe’s 
profound longing the best. A portion of proceeds 
from the disc benefit victims of the Bastrop wildfires, 
but while Lowe Country tries, it rarely satisfies.

Jamey Johnson 

Living for a Song: A Tribute to Hank 
Cochran (Mercury) 

If there’s still a torch to be passed in 
country music, Jamey Johnson is rightfully 
its bearer. The Alabama-born songwriter 
consumes styles with effortless authentic- 
ity, whether stomping outlaw, twanging 
heartache, crooning soulfully against 
jazz inflections, or hawking working-man 
anthems. Releasing a Hank Cochran tribute seems brash for only his 
fourth album, Johnson tackling some of the most hallowed songs in the 
Nashville canon, yet as he proved on 2010 double LP The Guitar Song, 
he works by his own rules. Living for a Song manages the same, with 
Johnson allowing the all-star cast to shine and the late Cochran’s lyr- 
ics to linger. “Make the World Go Away” crushes in its duet with Alison 
Krauss, while Merle Haggard finds an excellent new phrasing for “I Fall 
to Pieces.” Emmylou Harris breathes desperation into “Don’t Touch Me,” 
and Ray Benson provides levity with “I Don’t Do Windows,” but Ray Price 
and Johnson achieve revelation together on “You Wouldn’t Know Love.” 
Willie Nelson emerges on the B-side to anchor “Don’t You Ever Get Tired 
of Hurting Me,” the collective “Everything But You” (with Vince Gill and 
Leon Russell), and the closing title track, also featuring Haggard, Kris 
Kristofferson, and recordings of Cochran himself. Impressive company, 
and Johnson earns his spot among them.

Son of Rogues Gallery: Pirate Ballads, Sea Songs & Chanteys 

(Anti-) 

Leave it to producer Hal Willner to lend the term “alternative music” some signifi- 
cance again. As the title implies, Son of Rogues Gallery follows the 2006 Wilner pro- 
duction spearheaded by actor Johnny Depp and director Gore Verbinski, an outgrowth 
of their work on the film Pirates of the Caribbean: Dead Man’s Chest. Yes, the 36 
mostly traditional tunes on two discs turn on pirates and the sea, but while the songs 
are folk based, renderings range from spoken word to rock, performed by an incom- 
parable cast of characters including Keith Richards, Tom Waits, Patti Smith, Dr. John, 
Frank Zappa, Iggy Pop, Michael Stipe, Courtney Love, Richard Thompson, Shane 
MacGowan, and that isn’t the half of it. It’s equal in heft to the first one, and just as 
uneven. Waits/Richards collaboration “Shenandoah” and Smith being accompanied 
by Depp on “The Mermaid” will draw immediate and worthy attention. Dr. John brings 
some voodoo to “In Lure of the Tropics,” and one can envision the rolling sea when 
Iggy croons “Asshole Rules the Navy.” Like Winner’s past efforts with Disney movie 
music and the jazz of Thelonious Monk and Charles Mingus, this Rogues Gallery is 
serious, yet playful, never coming anywhere close to “yo ho ho” caricature.

Gershwin - standards from another millennia. In this 
one, there’s Michael Jackson, King of Bop. “In his life- 
time I had only a superficial acquaintance with Michael 
Jackson’s work,” writes 73-year-old Italian trumpet sage 
Enrico Rava in the liner note to On the Dance Floor. “But 
returning home from a gig a few days after his passing, 

I found my wife Lidia watching a DVD of his concert in 
Bucharest, and was swept away as if by a tornado. From 
that moment onward I couldn’t live without his music.” 
Emeritus blower in a generation of late Sixties and 
Seventies European Miles Davis acolytes, Rava’s lifetime 
achievements are capable of the same distinction. Akin 
to classical pianist-ci/m-NPR host Christopher O’Riley’s 
True Love Waits: Christopher O’Riley Plays Radiohead 
(plus follow-ups Home to Oblivion: An Elliott Smith Tribute 
and Second Grace: The Music of Nick Drake), Rava’s 
Michael Jackson mix trumpets the transformative, equal 
or better to Bay Area guitar virtuoso Charlie Hunter’s 
Bob Marley revelation, 1997 ’s Natty Dread. Live at the 
Rome Auditorium’s Parco della Musica Jazz Lab, a pic- 
ture of which, in the CD booklet, reveals a silver-plated 
cetacean - the Moby Dick of music venues - Rava’s 
dozen argonauts pull off a thrilling musical of sorts that 
harkens to Peter Pan. Not until “Thriller” prances third 
might it even become obvious these are all covers of 
the Jackson Five’s onetime tiny dynamo turned adult 
hoofing soundtrack. If On the Dance Floor didn’t already 
swing you on its first notes, however, then you weren’t 
ever Off the Wall, anyway. The disc’s cold start, a few 
seconds of silence into sudden applause pushing up in 
volume, sets the stage for a grand piano, though not 
by the maestro’s great accompanist and countryman, 
Stefano Bollani. Creeping bass prompts Rava’s first 
blush of horn, his clarion brass cutting the still air, the 
aural equivalent of a spotlight illuminating a silver instru- 
ment. Three trumpets - two in duality and a third color- 
ing underneath - then sound and there emerges Rava, 
blowing “Speechless” from Jackson’s final studio album, 
2001’s Invincible. Know it? Me neither, but on Rava’s lips 
it could be Duke Ellington. Plinking ivories and feigned 
bird calls next open “They Don’t Care About Us,” which 
builds into an orchestral tantalizer, a reverse deforesta- 
tion in its lumbering hook erupting into something out of 
The Jungle Book before dropping into a delicious ragga 
as Rava’s horn sweeps in over the elephantine parade 
of trombones, tuba, and saxophones. Six minutes in, an 
electric guitar and eruption of fusionesque skronk has 
all but transformed into heavy metal, a children’s opera 
stomped by Mastodon. The amped, six-string intro to 
“Privacy” leaves a similar footprint, while “Smile” flirts 
with “In the Still of the Night,” and “I Just Can’t Stop 
Loving You” drifts into abstraction up until the point it 
segues into “Smooth Criminal,” wherein guitar, bass, and 
trumpets break into the song’s unmistakable strut and 
lyric refrain, “Annie are you OK.” Check your heart rate 
afterward. Traditional jazz languor, Broadway musical 
punctuation, and a cymbal ride all meet Rava’s swooning 
leads on “Little Susie,” with “History” soon taking it all 
home on flourishing riffs and hooks, an everyone-on-the- 
dance-floor moment if ever there was one.

CRAZY KIDS 

An estimated 3.2 million kids aged 5 to 12 
take mixed-martial arts classes, training to 
administer beatdowns modeled after the 
adults’ Ultimate Fighting Championships, 
according to a January report in ESPN The 
Magazine, which profiled the swaggering, 
Mohawked Derek “Crazy” Rayfield, 11, and 
the meek, doll-clutching fighting machine, 
Regina “The Black Widow” Awana, 7. Kids 
under age 12 fight each other without regard 
to gender, and blows above the collarbone 
are always prohibited (along with attacks on 
the groin, kidneys, and back). “Crazy” was 
described delivering merciless forearm chest 
smashes to a foe before the referee inter- 
vened, and the Black Widow won her match 
in less than a minute via arm-bar submis- 
sion. Parental involvement appears to be of 
two types: either fear of their child’s getting 
hurt or encouragement to be meaner. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

Breaking Bad (and Quickly!): Tyrone Harris, 
26, reported for his first shift at Dunkin’ 
Donuts in Morristown, N.J., in January and 
received his name tag. Seven minutes later, 
according to police, he was on his way out the 
door with $2,100 from his supervisor’s desk. 
(Apparently, the supervisor had opened his 
drawer a little too far when reaching for the 
name tag, giving Harris a glimpse of the cash.) 

In a January submission to India’s Supreme 
Court, an association of the country’s caste 
councils begged for greater sympathy for men 
who commit “honor killings” of wayward 
females. The councils denied encouraging 


such killings, but emphasized that fathers or 
brothers who murder a daughter or sister are 
usually “law-abiding, educated and respect- 
able people” who must protect their reputa- 
tions after a female has had a “forbidden” 
relationship - especially a female who intends 
to marry within her sub-caste, which the coun- 
cils believe leads to deformed babies. 

Aubrey Ireland, 21, a dean’s list senior at 
the University of Cincinnati’s prestigious col- 
lege of music, went to court in December to 
protect herself from two stalkers -- her moth- 
er and father, who, she said, had been para- 
noiacally meddling in her life. David and Julie 
Ireland put tracking devices on Aubrey’s com- 
puter and telephone and showed up unan- 
nounced on campus (600 miles from their 
home), telling officials that Aubrey was pro- 
miscuous and mentally imbalanced. A 
Common Pleas Court judge ordered the par- 
ents to keep their distance. 

Medium-Tech Warfare: 1) The mostly rag- 
tag army of Syrian rebels fighting the Assad 
regime unveiled its first jerry-built armored 
vehicle in December. The “Sham II” is an old 
diesel car with cameras for navigation, a 
machine gun mounted on a turret with a driv- 
er looking at one flat-screen TV and a gunner 
at another, aiming the machine gun via a 
Sony PlayStation controller. 2) Video trans- 
missions from drone aircraft rose stiflingly to 
more than 300,000 hours last year (com- 
pared to 4,800 in 2001). With input expected 
to grow even more, Air Force officials 
acknowledged in December seeking advice 
from a private-sector company experienced in 
handling massive amounts of video: ESPN. 


THE ARISTOCRATS! 

Gregory Bruni, 21, was arrested in North 
Fort Myers, Fla., in January after allegedly 
breaking into a residence at about 7 p.m. (first 
scurrying across the roof and jumping on one 
resident who came to investigate). According to 
police, Bruni was naked, ran maniacally around 
screaming in gibberish, failed to be intimidated 
when the female resident fired three “warning 
shots” with a handgun, fell to the floor after 
the third shot and began masturbating, and 
defecated near the front door and in a hallway. 
Police soon arrived and Tasered him. 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

Lawrence Adamczyk, 49, was arrested in 
Riverside, III., in January after reports that he 
was loitering at Riverside Brookfield High School 
during a swim meet. Police said he was quite 
talkative in custody, admitting that he was at 
the school to leer at boys (after being tipped off 
via “brainwave” messages from the singer 
Justin Bieber) and that moments before police 
arrived, he had been engaged in a solo sex act 
while ogling the swimmers. Amazingly, police 
found that Adamczyk was not on any sex offend- 
ers’ registry even though he had been arrested 
(with at least one conviction) for similar inci- 
dents in 2005, 2009, and 2011, and was on 
parole at the time of the Riverside arrest. 

UNDIGNIFIED DEATHS 

1) After a 51-year-old man was found dead 
in Everett, Wash., in January with his heavier 
girlfriend (192 pounds) lying face down on 
top of him, sheriff’s deputies attributed 
cause of death as his having been smoth- 
ered by the 50-year-old woman’s breasts. 
Neighbors said they had heard the man 
screaming for the woman to get off of him. 

2) In January, New York City police, arriving to 
check out an altercation and a death on the 
tracks at the East 125th Street subway sta- 
tion, found that the two incidents were unre- 
lated. The man who was killed had actually 
fallen off of a train near the station while he 
was squatting between cars, defecating. 

PERSPECTIVE 

The issue of “background checks” for gun 
purchases occupies center stage in the cur- 
rent gun-regulation debate, even though, 
ironically, current federal law on such checks 
is apparently half-heartedly enforced. In the 
latest data available (from 2010), nearly 
80,000 Americans were denied the right to 
purchase guns because their applications 
contained false information (even though 
applicants swear, under penalty of law, that 
all information is true). However, The New 
York Times reported in January that of the 
nearly 80,000 applicants, only 44 were 
prosecuted for lying, and federal officials 
said the practice, well-known among appli- 
cants with shaky backgrounds, is known as 
“lie and try.”

The W.K. Gordon 
Center in Thurber 
brings to life the story 
of the final remains 
of one of Texas’ most 
famous ghost towns. 

Like a towering grave- 
stone, the red-brick smokestack along 1-20 
marks the spot of what was once the larg- 
est town between Fort Worth and El Paso. 

After coal was discovered 75 miles 
west of Fort Worth, the Texas & Pacific 
Railway built a mine to feed their locomo- 
tives. In 1897, the company began mak- 
ing bricks that paved Congress Avenue in 
Austin, built the Fort Worth Stockyards, 
and shored up the Galveston Seawall. 

For almost 40 years, Thurber was a com- 
plete company town. Oil-burning locomotives 
meant Thurber’s demise. W.K. Gordon, the 
company’s last on-site manager, oversaw 
the dismantling of the town in the 1930s. 



Gordon had insisted on the preservation of 
a few remnants of the town now divided by 
the interstate. On the hill next to the muse- 
um are the original bandstand, a miner’s 
house, St. Barbara’s Catholic Church, and the 
new New York Hill Restaurant. On the north 
side are the smokestack, firehouse, manag- 
er’s house, and the Smokestack Restaurant 
in the former hardware store. 

The W.K. Gordon Center gives context to 
the ghost town of Thurber. For information, 
go to www.tarleton.edu/gordoncenter, or call 
254/968-1886.

The teenager from Greece, who hit a 
clutch three to send the ISU game into the 
first overtime, played like a dancer from 
Grease. Jonathan Holmes also soiled the 
Sealy, letting some dreadful calls mess with 
his game head. But give Holmes credit for 
the Horns’ lone highlight, a stuff of KU 
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Only the Young

You couldn’t pay me to be a teenager again, but 
that doesn't mean I don't sometimes run a home 
movie of those days in my mind - days that were 


largely foot-bound and unwatched by adults, 
toeing through abandoned construction 
sites, and spending long hours just learning 
how to be in the world. Only the Young, a 
gorgeously shot documentary impression of 
that wandering age, has a tight focus and 
a geographical specificity (it’s set in Santa 
Clarita, Calif.), but in capturing the sensa- 
tion of youth-on-th e-verge, it feels exactly 
like those home movies in my mind - and, I 
suspect, in yours, too. 

Just a few years removed from the age 
of their subjects, the twentysomething 
directorial team of Elizabeth Mims (an 
Austin native) and Jason Tippet follow 
three friends with a complicated dynamic: 
Garrison is the linchpin, sweet, sensitive, 
and catnip to girls; Kevin is 
his best friend, a competitive 
skateboarder whose inner life 
hints at a turmoil he doesn’t 
know how to articulate; and 
tough, plain-spoken Skye, 

Garrison’s not-quite girlfriend 
and a person of interest to Kevin, too. 

There is no voiceover narration and no 
interviewee asking leading questions, but 
all three teenagers confide to the camera; 
their unselfconscious and non performative 
ease suggests a lot of unseen work on the 
part of the filmmakers earning their sub- 
jects’ trust. 

With the grandiloquence of youth, one 
of the boys assesses their place in Santa 
Clarita thusly: “Children are the gods of 


this city.” Oh, but what a crumbling empire 
they rule over, skeletoned with foreclosed 
homes, stagnating pools, and abandoned 
miniature golf courses - a bane per- 
haps to residents, but a visual boon for 
the filmmakers. Only the Young is at its 
most engrossing when simply observing 
the trio in these environs. Garrison and 
Kevin, both skateboarders, are kinetic on 
camera: Pool skating and barrel rolling 
and hurling themselves off of roofs, they 
are forever in motion, while not actually 
going anywhere, in an apt and unforced 
metaphor of the in-between years post- 
childhood and pre-adulthood. 

Watchful and unbound by a neatly dia- 
grammable narrative arc, Only the Young 
doesn’t try to say anything 
definitive. You might even 
wonder what’s so special 
about these three kids. Their 
concerns - first love, financial 
stress, questioning of faith, 
and an uncertainty over the 
future - while worthy, are not uncommon. 
And yet that is what is so very remarkable 
about the film: In a slim 72 minutes, it 
heart-tethers us to these teenagers, paying 
tribute to their unique and private selves 
while allowing the audience to see its own 
reflection in them.

BLESS ME, ULTIMA 

D: Carl Franklin; with Luke Ganalon, Miriam Colon, Benito

The independent film Bless Me, Ultima is 
based on the most widely read and best- 
selling novel of the Chicano literary canon, 
according to the film’s press kit. Written by 
Rudolfo Anaya and published in 1972, the 
book tells the coming-of-age story of a young 
boy under the guidance of his mentor - a 
curandera or healer - in New Mexico during 
the Second World War. Even though the novel 
has been included on a list of most frequent- 
ly challenged books in U.S. school systems 
for its sexual references and violence, the 
film has a potentially immense, built-in view- 
ership due to its widely read status. 

The film won’t disappoint fans of the book, 
although they may regret some of the adapta- 
tion’s necessary condensation and/or elimi- 
nation of narrative themes and events. Fans 
may be surprised, however, by who penned 
the adaptation and directed this young 
boy’s story: Carl Franklin, whose directing 
career has gravitated toward television after 
the box-office disappointments of his early, 
violent-crime films, One False Move, with Billy 
Bob Thornton, and Devil in a Blue Dress, star- 
ring Denzel Washington in the role of Walter 
Mosley’s detective, Easy Rawlins. Franklin 
followed up these two thrillers by directing 
the screen adaptation of Anna Quindlen’s 
family-illness drama, One True Thing, with 
Meryl Streep and Renee Zellweger, but this, 
too, fizzled at the box office. Bless Me, Ultima 
deserves to be the film that gets Franklin 
back on track. 

Antonio (Ganalon) is a 7-year-old boy in 
1944 as the film opens. The youngest child 
in his family, Antonio is more meditative than 
his older brothers and sisters. “Why is there 
evil in the world?” he asks at the start - an 
especially pertinent question in light of the 
fact that his three eldest brothers are away at 
war fighting the Nazis. His mother (Heredia) 
hopes that Antonio will grow up to be the 
family scholar, while his father wants him to 
continue farming the land with him and his 
brothers (once they return from Europe). Then 
aged Ultima (Colon) arrives and moves in with 
Antonio’s family, with the intention of living out 
the last days of her life there. Although neigh- 
bors and townspeople whisper that Ultima 
is a bruja (witch), she emphatically insists 
that she is a healer. Over time, she teaches 
Antonio her practices and trains him to gather 
native plants for medicinal purposes, and to 
listen to nature and respect it. 

A great many incidents occur as the film 
progresses: Men suffer from PTSD; the 
town barkeep and barber, Tenorio (Guerra), 
becomes an enemy when one of his daugh- 
ters (who are rumored to be witches) dies 
after Ultima counteracts a spell; a cathouse 
nearby adds to the dissolution of the town’s 
menfolk; Antonio faces difficulties fitting 
in with the other kids at school; and much 
more. Yet the heart of the story is the time 
spent between Antonio and Ultima - the past 
and the future sharing their mysteries - and 
Ganalon and Colon are terrific in these roles. 
Filmed in New Mexico, Bless Me, Ultima visu- 
ally captures the area’s distinctive geography 
and light. Director of photography Paula

ESCAPE FROM PLANET EARTH

Scorch Supernova (Fraser), the superhero 
of the planet Baab, rescues babies and 
conquers bad guys. In this, he is aided by 
his brother, the nerdier but brilliant Gary 
Supernova (Corddry), who is the brains to 
Scorch’s superbrawn. When they receive a 
distress signal from Earth, Gary suggests 
they should plan carefully before respond- 
ing. Scorch agrees but nevertheless makes 
plans to move full speed ahead, even though 
no aliens have ever returned from their vis- 
its to planet Earth. The two brothers argue, 
and Gary quits only to have Scorch fire him. 
Scorch recklessly heads to the Earth - a 
dark hole in the universe. Landing in Area 
51, Scorch is taken prisoner by the evil 
leader General Shanker (Shatner). Routinely, 
Shanker lures aliens into traps so he can cull 
their technology in order to make his fortune. 

Other aliens imprisoned at the time 
include Thurman (Lopez), lo (Lynch), and Doc 
(Robinson), who are there mostly to provide 
comic relief. Bravely and foolishly, Gary takes 
off to save his brother, and things accelerate 
even further when Gary’s wife Kira (Parker) 
and son Kip (Heit) set out to rescue Gary, 
who not only fails to rescue Scorch, but is 
himself imprisoned. 

This movie is a mess: It keeps doubling 
back on itself - a twisting pretzel of a plot 
that doesn’t really make sense. It feels 
thrown together, and the motivations make 
as little sense as the actions. The humor is 
of the variety that runs things up the flag- 
pole and then hoists them even higher. The 
romances are strange, the aliens typical, 
and the evil Hazmats predictable. The 3-D is 
squandered! It’s more unnoticeable and mun- 
dane than imaginative. The best thing I can 
say about Escape From Planet Earth is that I 
didn’t end up hating it as much as I thought 
I was going to during the first half. I hated it 
... but just not as much as I expected,

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JOHN DIES AT THE END

John Dies at the End begins with a riddle 
posed by the narrator about an axe, a hard- 
ware store, and a zombie. The riddle, which 
may or may not have anything to do with the 
movie’s swirling vortex of insects, aliens, 
and drugs, goes unsolved - or does it? Who 
knows? The whole movie is an inside joke, 
a shaggy-dog tale that asks us to pay close 
attention to its twists and turns, but never 
rewards us for doing so. 

Much-hyped, John Dies at the End is a 
collaboration between horror auteur Don 
Coscarelli ( Phantasm , Bubba Ho-Tep) and 
Cracked.com editor David Wong, adapting 
Wong’s 2007 viral Web serial-turned-novel of 
the same name. Thus the film has a built-in 
fan base: the readers of Cracked, a user- 
generated, list-based humor site (and the 
21st-century iteration of the defunct print 
magazine long-regarded as the poor man’s 
Mad). The Cracked community will be John 
Dies at the End’s most astute critics and fer- 
vent supporters. From an outsider’s perspec- 
tive, it looks like a gory mashup of Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas, Lost Highway, and Bill 
& Ted’s Bogus Journey. 

The narrator/ protagonist is “David Wong” 
(Williamson, portraying the “real-life” Wong, 
whose actual name happens to be Jason 
Pargin). Dave has accidentally ingested a drug 
called Soy Sauce, which opens the mind to 
an otherworldly, and ultimately dangerous, 
dimension. He is looking for his friend John, 
(Mayes), who disappeared while on the sauce, 
but is leaving Dave voicemails from beyond 
the grave. Meanwhile, Dave is fleeing a smor- 
gasbord of monsters and, retrospectively, spill- 
ing the whole story to a reporter (Giamatti). 

A confusing plot to begin with, the adapta- 
tion of the novel is a certified mess, attempt- 
ing to provide blow-by-blow illustrations of 
scenes from the source book, and lifting 
most of the narration and dialogue verbatim, 
without successfully translating the story 
from “book mode” to “movie mode.” Wong’s 
prose in the novel is fairly lucid, but this 
screenplay is a baffling, tedious, insurmount- 
able jumble of framing devices and narrative 
gambits, from past-tense voiceovers to pres- 
ent-tense interior monologues to flashbacks 
and flash-forwards. Perhaps to think about 
John Dies at the End is to overthink it: The 
punch line is that there is no punch line ... 
and that’s the punch line. A horror comedy 
custom-tooled for a midnight theatrical audi- 
ence, it should only be viewed in that context, 



buoyed by the chemistry of a packed house 
and a few pints of liquid courage. Whatever 
you do, don’t watch it at home, alone, sober.

A socially conscious action adventure, 
Snitch is an indictment of our country’s fed- 
eral minimum-punishment guidelines for drug 
offenses. The film is, of course, repulsed by 
the inhumane violence and pervasive cor- 
ruption of drug gangs, but the legal system’s 
regular infliction of draconian prison sen- 
tences puts government in an especially bad 
light. Often these victims are first-time drug 
offenders who are turned in by snitches in 
order to lighten their own sentences. These 
relatively innocent - or at least very minor - 
criminals are given prison stays much harsh- 
er than those handed out to rapists and 
murders. (This isn’t two-dimensional, knee- 
jerk liberal hysteria: I’ve personally known of 
a couple of different cases in which people 
lured by close friends into relatively minor 
roles in drug transactions ended up with long 
stays behind bars.) 

John Matthews (Johnson) heads up a 
transportation company that utilizes a 
number of 18-wheelers for transporta- 
tion. His son, Jason (Gavron), who lives 
with Matthews’ ex-wife, Sylvie Collins 
(Kanakaredes), and uses her last name, is

aggressively talked into accepting a drug 
shipment from one of his closest friends. 
Unfortunately, it’s a DEA trap that’s been set 
up by this friend in a plea deal to reduce his 
own sentence. Jason, who honestly knows 
no drug dealers, refuses to set up any of his 
friends, and is thus put behind bars to await 
what will be a mandatory 10-year sentence. 
As soon as he is imprisoned, he is repeat- 
edly beaten by fellow inmates. 

Outraged and distressed, Matthews 
decides he must take matters into his own 
hands by finding and setting up a drug dealer 
of sufficient status that his bust will sub- 
stantially reduce his son’s sentence. The film 
moves in this direction with a passionate 
fury that’s outraged by flawed and harmful 
government policy and exploitative politi- 
cians. Along the way, it ignores much of the 
moral quicksand through which it is forced 
to travel. Not the least is Matthews using an 
employee who’s an ex-con who’s now gone 
straight (Bernthal) to help set up a drug 
dealer. Matthews not only lures him back into 
the criminal life with an exaggerated financial 
offer, but also sets the man up for criminal 
retribution without his knowledge. 

Over the last few years, Johnson has 
proven himself as the most unlikely and 
least-expected action hero to emerge as a 
skilled comedic and talented actor. Here he 
really makes the film work, though the entire 
cast is also excellent. Unfortunately, Snitch 
is torn between being an ideological drama 
and a more traditional action film - and 
Johnson’s presence only contributes to the 
confusion. Ultimately, despite some lively 
action sequences, the film is much more a 
confused yet tense and suspenseful thriller. 
It’s a story of multilevel betrayals in which 
most characters lack any purpose greater 
than doing what’s best for themselves, their 
careers, and their families and associates.

Amour provides an unsentimental portrait of the 
indignities of a body - and a shared life - in decline 
in a story about the end-of-life stage of a Parisian 
couple. Curiously, this film by the award-winning 
Austrian filmmaker Michael Haneke, whose work is 
best known for its emotional austerity, is the most 
tender and poignant work of his career. At the film’s 
core are the supple performances by those titans 
of the French cinema, Jean-Louis Trintignant and 
Emmanuelle Riva. They haven’t the nubile bodies 
and uncreased faces we’re accustomed to seeing 
magnified on the big, silver screen, but their vulner- 
able and unadorned presence commands our atten- 
tion and sympathies nevertheless. Younger viewers 
nearer to voicing their vows of “’til death do us part” 
may find Amour more of a daunting, cautionary tale 
than older viewers, who are likely to find in the film a 
respectful and decorous treatment of the inevitable.

As the 
CIA contemplates extraction, Mendez hatches a crazy 
plan: creating the cover of a location-scouting expedi- 
tion for a science fiction movie called Argo. As we 
follow every step of the mission, Affleck’s deft crafts- 
manship and casting instincts are on full display. Not 
allowing well enough to be, however, is the multiple- 
pronged coda, which slackens Argo’s taut pace to a 
crawl. But I can hear the filmmakers saying, in the 
cadence of the film’s running joke, “Arrhh, go fuck 
yourself.”

The Earth’s glaciers are dying - and not at a pace 
that was once called glacial. Global warming is caus- 
ing the ice to melt at an ever-increasing rate, and the 
consequences are already changing the shape of life 
on this planet. Daredevil National Geographic pho- 
tographer James Balog decided that pictures might 
be worth more than words in sounding the alarm: He 
devised an ingenious study called the Extreme Ice 
Survey, in which cameras were stationed in Iceland, 
Greenland, Alaska, and Montana, and programmed to 
take time-lapse pictures of the glaciers before them. 

The findings were astonishing. After three years, the 
glacial panoramas had melted to such a degree that 
they were unrecognizable. The glaciers had retreated 
further in 10 years than they had in the previous 
100. I would have preferred the film put less dramat- 
ic focus on Balong and the challenges he faced and 
the risks he took.

As 
entertaining and eye-opening as Django Unchained is, 
the film also suffers from a certain slackness.

He immediately heads 
to Russia to help, but soon finds the trouble is 
even deeper and more complex than he originally 
thought.

The plot - moving 
ahead at ever-increasing speeds - is a series of 
convoluted twists and turns, narrative feints and 
parries, and long, violent set-pieces. Appropriate

Sandy Bigelow Patterson (McCarthy) is not only 
living the good life - the very good life - but she is 
taking barloads of people along with her. However, as 
the title implies, the character’s name is not Sandy. 
An accomplished and somewhat daring identity thief, 
her latest victim is the real Patterson (Bateman), 
a business executive, straight shooter, father, and 
husband. When he figures out that the woman who 
has stolen his identity is in Florida, he decides to 
head down there, capture her, and bring her back 
home. McCarthy is a comedic storm system, bril- 
liantly exploding in every direction, but, tonally, the 
film is all over the place. Identity Thief only grows 
more and more uneven as it tries to follow several 
narrative lines, and outrageous scenes are topped by 
even more outrageous scenes. Seth Gordon’s film is 
ultimately unsatisfying, not as laugh-out-loud funny as 
it promises.

Laden - without including torture. The film charts CIA 
analyst Maya’s (Chastain, riveting) evolution from a 
green-around-the-gills observer to several years into 
her tenure in Pakistan, where she now leads the 
interrogation. Bigelow is not a kid-glove kind of film- 
maker and doesn’t underscore harrowing and intense 
moments with close-ups or psychoanalytic mono- 
logues.

One of the few drawbacks to Austin's musical vibrancy is the nagging sense 


that you’ll never see it all. KUT/KUTX’s Austin 
Music Map (www.austinmusicmap.com) offers 
a tech-savvy remedy to not being everywhere 
at once. 

With the city as its geospatial canvas, AMM 
lets users click on tags that unveil an eclectic 
array of Austin music experiences presented 
through sound, video, and photos. One 
reveals a video of Patches King performing a 
toy piano concerto at the Castle Hill graffiti 
wall, while the next features a photo of Greg 
Ginn serenading the crowd outside Trailer 
Space Records. AMM users can also submit 
their own media. 

“Everyone who lives here knows what a 
big role music plays in the everyday life of 
the city,” says AMM creator Delaney Hall. 

“We wanted to capture that.” 


This Saturday, the AMM comes to life in 
the form of MapJam, a free, daylong show 
happening in venues all over East Austin. The 
nine-act bill of hourlong performances boasts 
everything from U-18 punk titans Residual Kid 
to stalwart conjunto combo Los Pinkys and 
indie orchestral ensemble Mother Falcon. 

“There’s a point of entry for people to look 
for music, because they can just choose 
a place they’ve been to or would like to 
go,” says Mother Falcon violinist Maurice 
Chammah. “And it’s still got the democratic 
vibe of a Myspace or ReverbNation, but it’s 
also curated, so it can serve as an entry 
point for bands to find a wider audience 
through the trusting advice of people who 
spend a lot of time listening to music.”
